BYELAWS. 
Interpretation of Terms. 


1. The term “school board” or “ board” means the School Board of 
the United District of Piddington. The term “school” or “ public 
elementary schocl”’ means a public elementary school as defined by ihe 
Elementary Education Act, 1870. The term “ parent” includes guardian 
and every person who is liable to maintain or has the actual custody of 
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any child, but does not include the mother of a child when the father 
is living, and is residing within the school district. 


Parents shall cause Children between Five and Twelve Years of Age 
~ ‘to attend School. 


2. The parent of every child residing within the United School 
District of Piddington, shall cause such child, not being less than five nor 
more than twelve years of age, to attend a public elementary school, 
unless there is some reasonable excuse for non-attendance. 

Any of the following reasons shall be a reasonable excuse, 
namely :— 


Reasonable Excuses for Non-atiendance. 
(a.) That the child is under efficient instruction in some other 


manner. 

(6.) That the child has been prevented from attending school by 
sickness or any unavoidable cause, or cause which, in the 
opinion of the school beard, shall be deemed reasonable. 

(e.) That there is no public elementary school open which the child 
can attend within three miles, measured according to the 
nearest road, from the residence of such child. 

(d.) That such child, having attained the age of ten years, has reached 
the 4th Standard of the Government Code of February 1875, 
and has obtained a certificate to that effect from one of Her 
Majesty’s Inspectors of schools. 

8. Whenever the parent of any child shall satisfy the school board 
that he is unable from poverty to pay the school fees for such child, 
the school board shall, for a renewable period, not exceeding six 
calendar months, remit or pay such part of the fees as the parent is 
unable to pay. 


As to Time of Attendance, gc. 


4. The time during which every child shall attend school shall, 
except in the cases specified in byelaw No. 2, be the whole time for 
which the school shall be open for the instruction of children of similar 
age, provided— 

(1.) That nothing herein contained shall prevent the withdrawal of 
any child from any religious observance or instruction, inspec- 
tion, or examination in religious subjects. 

(2.) That no child shall be required to attend school, (a) at any time 
or in any manner contrary to anything contained in any Act 
for regulating the education of children employed in labour, (6) 
or on any day exclusively set apart for religious observance 
by the religious body to which his or her parent belongs. 


Penalty for Breach of Byelaws. 


5. Any parent who shall be guilty of a breach of any of these bye- 
laws shall for every such offence be subject to a penalty, including 
costs, not exceeding 5s. 

6. These byelaws shall take effect from and after the day on:which 
the same shall be sanctioned by Her Majesty in Council.

BYELAWS OF THE ScHOOL Boarp of the Unrrep District or 
BopDINGTON. 


The said school board at a meeting duly held in the United District of 
Boddington, on Friday the llth of February 1876, do hereby, in 
pursuance of the powers to them given by the Elementary Education 
Acts, 1870 and 1873, and subject to the approval of the Education 
Department, make the following byelaws :— 

1. The parent of every child of not less than five nor more than 
ten years of age, and residing within the district of the said school 
board, shall cause such child to attend school, unless there be some 
reasonable excuse for non-attendance. Any of the following reasons 
shall be a reasonable excuse, viz. :— 

/(1.) That the child is under efficient instruction in some other 

manner, 

(2.) That the child has been prevented from attending school by 
sickness or any unavoidable cause. 

(3.) That there is no public elementary school open which the child 
can attend within two miles, measured according to the nearest 
road, from the residence of such child. 

2, Every such child is required to attend school during the whole time 
for which the school selected shall be open for the instruction of children 
(except on Sundays). 

8. Provided that any child under the age of ten years who has obtained 
from one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of schools a certificate that such 
child has reached a standard of education equivalent to the 2nd 
Standard of the Government New Code of 1875 shall be exempt from 
the obligation to attend school during the whole time for which the 
school shall be open as aforesaid; but every such child is required to 
attend school for at least ten hours in every week in which a school 
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is open as aforesaid ; and in computing for the purpose of this section 
the time during which a child has attended any school, there shall not 
be included any time during which such child has attended either— 

(a.) In excess of three hours at any one time, or in excess of five 
hours on any one day, or 

(6.) On Sundays. 

4, Nothing in the present byelaws—- 

(1.) Shall prevent the withdrawal of any child from any religious 
observance or instruction in religious subjects. 

(2.) Shall require any child to attend school on any day exclusively 
set apart for religious observance by the religious body to 
which his parent belongs ; or 

(8.) Shall have any force or effect in so far as it may be contrary to 
anything contained in any Act for regulating the education of 
children employed in labour. 

5. If the parent of any child required by these byelaws to attend 
school shall satisfy the said board that he or she is unable from poverty 
to pay the school fees of such child, the said board shall for a renewable 
period, to be fixed by the board, not exceeding six calendar months, 
remit at any school provided by the board, or pay at any other public 
elementary school, the whole or such part of the fees as in the opinion 
of the board the parent is unable to pay. . 

6. The penalty that shall be inaposed for the breach of the present 
byelaws, or any of them, shall be a sum not exceeding, with the costs, 
5s. for each offence.

ByrLaws or tue WorssroucsH ScHoort Boarp, under the 74th Sec- 
tion of the “ Eremenrary Epucation Act, 1870,” adopted at a 
duly convened meeting of the Boanrp, ‘held on the 7th day of 
February 1876. ; 


Interpretation of Terms. 


In these byelaws— 

The term “ Hducation Department” means the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council on Education. 

The term “Her Majesty’s Inspectors” means the Inspectors of 
schools appointed by Her Majesty on the recommendation of the 
Education Department. 

The terms importing males in these byelaws include females. 

The term “school board” or “board” means the school board of 
the district comprising the parish of Worsbrough. 

The term “school” or ‘public elementary school” means a public 
elementary school as defined by the said Act, and includes a free but 
not an industrial school. 

The term “parent ” includes guardian and every person who is liable 
to maintain or has the actual custody of any child. 


BYErLAwWs. 


Parents shall cause Children between Five and Thirteen Years of Age 
‘ to attend School. 


1. The parent of any child residing within the parish of Worsbrough 
shall cause such child, not being less than five nor more than thirteen 
years old, to attend a public elementary school, unless there be reason-: 
able excuse for non-attendance. 

Any of the following shall be deemed reasonable excuses :— 

(a.) Sickness or any unavoidable cause, or any cause which, in the 

opinion of the school board, shall be deemed satisfactory. 

(6.) 'That there is no public elementary school open which the child 

; can attend within one mile and a half, measured according to 
the nearest road, from the residence of such child. 
, (e.) That such child is otherwise under efficient instruction. 

2. If any child between ten and thirteen years of age has been certi- 
fied by one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of schools to have reached such 
a standard of education as would enable it to pass in the 4th Standard. 
of the New Code, 1875, or can pass an examination in such standard to 
the satisfaction of the-board, such child shall be wholly exempt from the 
obligation to attend school, and any child between eleven and thirteen 
years of age who has been so certified to have reached such a Standard 
of education as would enable it to pass in the 3rd Standard of the said 
Code, or can pass an examination in such Standard to the satisfaction of 
the board, shall be exempt from the obligation to attend more than one 
half of the meetings of the school selected in any one week. 


Time of Attendance. 


3. Subject to the provisions of the Wiementary Kducation Acts, 1870, 
1873, and of these byelaws, the time during which children shall attend 
school shall be the whole time that the school selected shall be open for 
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the instruction of children, of the same sex and class in the school, 
provided— 

(a.) That nothing herein contained shall prevent the withdrawal of 
any child from any religious observance or instruction in 
religious subjects. 

(6.) That no child be required to attend school on any day exclusively 
set apart for religious observance by the religious body to 
which his or her parent belongs. 

(c.) That no child be required to attend school on Sunday, Christmas 
Day, Good Friday, or on any day set apart for a day of public 
Fast or Thanksgiving, or on Saturdays after twelve o’clock at 
noon. 

(d.) That no child be required to attend school on any day fixed for 
the inspection of the school, or the examination of the scholars 
therein, in respect of religious subjects. 

(e.) That nothing in the present byelaws shall have any force or 
effect in so far as it may be contrary to anything contained in 
any Act for regulating the education of children employed in 
labour. 


Penalty for Non-compliance with Byelaws. 


4, Any parent who shall commit a breach of any of these byelaws, 
shall for each such offence be subject to a penalty not exceeding, with 
costs, 5s. 


Conviction to be for only One Offence per Child per Week. 


5. No parent shall te proceeded against or convicted in respect of 
more than one offence with regard to one and the same child in one and 
the same week. 


Exemptions from Payment of School Fees. 


6. When the parent of a child residing in the district of the board 
is unable from poverty to pay the whole o1 part of the school fees pay- 
able by such child, the board shall jin the ease of a school provided by 
the board remit, and shall in the case of any other public elementary 
school pay for a renewable period, to be from time to time fixed by the 
board, not exceeding six calendar months, the whole or such part of the 
fees as in their opinion the parent is unable from poverty to pay; pro- 
vided that the amount of fees hereby undertaken to be paid shall not 
‘exceed the ordinary payment at the school selected by the parent, or the 
following scale :— 

Boys’ school - - - 9) = 4d. per.week.. 
Girls’ and mixed schools - © - - do. 
Infants’ schools and all children under six 
years ofage - - - 2 - 2d. do.

BYELAWS of THE Saint Leonarp ScHoont Boarp. 


Whereas in pursuance of a requisition from the Education Depart- 
ment to the clerk of the St. Thomas Union, in the county of Devon, a 
school board for the district of the said parish was duly elected on the 
22nd day of July 1874. 

And whereas by the Elementary Education Act, 1870, power is given 
to school boards to enact byelaws, subject to the approval of the Educa- 
tion Department; now, therefore, at a meeting of the said board, held 
at the Board Room of the said board, in Saint Leonard aforesaid, on 
the 8th day of February 1876, at which meeting all the members of 
such board are present, the said board do hereby enact the following 
byelaws :— 

1. Subject to the provisions of the Elementary Education Acts, 1870- 
18738, and of these byelaws, the parent of every child, not less than five 
years of age nor more than thirteen years of age, residing within the 
district of the said school board, shall cause such child (unless there is 

‘some reasonable excuse) to attend school; any of the following reasons 
shall be a reasonable excuse, viz. :— 

(a.) That such child is under efficient instruction in some other 

manner. 

(6.) That such child has been prevented from attending school by 
sickness or any unavoidable cause. 

(c.) That there is no public elementary school which such child 
can attend-within two miles (measured according to the 
nearest road) from the residence of such child. 

2. The time during which every child shall attend school shall be 
the whole time for which the school shall be open for the instruction 
of children of similar age, provided that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the withdrawal of any child during the time or times in which 
any religious observance is practised or instruction in religious subjects 
is given, and that no child shall be required— 

(a.) To attend school on any day exclusively set apart for religious 

_ observance by the religious body to which his or her parent 
belongs. ; 

(6.) To attend school on Sunday, Christmas Day, Good Friday, or 
any day set apart for a day of Public Fast or Thanksgiving. 
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3. In case one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of schools’ shall certify 
that any child between ten and thirteen years of age has reached the 
5th Standard of education mentioned in the New Code of Regulations 
of the Education Department, made on the 20th day of March 1874, 
such child shall be totally exempt from the obligation to attend school, 
and any such child who has been so certified to have reached the 4th 
Standard of education mentioned in the said Code, shall be exempt from 
the obligation to attend school more than ten hours in any one week. 

4, Nothing in the present byelaws shall have any force or effect in so 
far as it may be contrary to anything contained in any Act for regulating 
the education of children employed in labour. 

5. If the parent of any child residing in the district of the board 
satisfies the school boaid that he or she is unable from poverty to pay 
the school fees of such child, the school board; im the case of a school 
provided by the board, will remit, and in the case of any other public 
elementary school will pay the whole or such part of the fees as, in the 
opinion of the board, the parent is unable to pay, for a renewable period, 
to be fixed by the board, not exceeding six calendar months. 

6. Any person convicted of a breach of these byelaws, or any of 
them, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 5s., inclusive of costs, 
for each offence. 

7. These byelaws shall take effect from and after the day on which the 
same shall be sanctioned by Her Majesty by Order in Council.

make the following byelaws :— 


Interpretation of Terms. 


1. The terms herein-after used, when they are the same as those 

defined in the 8rd section of the Elementary Education Act, 1870, and 

the 27th section of the Elementary Education Act, 1873, shall have the 
same definition as therein given to each of them respectively. 


Byelaws subject to Elementary Education Acts. 


2. These byelaws are subject to the clauses and provisions contained 
in the said Elementary Education Acts, 1870 and 1873, respectively. 


Requiring Parents to cause Children to attend School. 


3. Subject to the provisions of the said Elementary Education Acts, 
and of these byelaws, the parent of every child not less than five years 
of age, nor more than thirteen years of age, and residing within the 
said parish of Offham, shall cause such child to attend such school as 
the parent may select, unless there is some reasonable excuse for non- 
attendance. . 

Subject to the following Exceptions. 

4. A child shall not be required to attend school under these bye- 
laws— 

(4.) If such child is under efficient instruction in some other 

manner. 

(s.) If such child is prevented attending school by sickness or any 

unavoidable cause. 

(c.) If there is no public elementary school which such child can 

attend within three miles, measured according to the nearest 
road, from the residence of such child. 


Determining Time during which Children shall attend School. 


Subject as aforesaid, the time during which every child shall attend 
school shall be the whole time for which the school selected shall be 
open for the instruction of children. 

Provided that in case one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of schools shall 
certify that any child between ten and thirteen years of age has 
reached the 5th Standard of education, by reference to the Code of the 
‘Education Department in force at the date of such certificate, such child 
shall be exempt from the obligation to attend school, and any such child 
who has been so certified to have reached the 4th Standard of education 
mentioned in the said Code shall be exempt from the obligation to attend 
school more than-halfthe school meetings in any one week. 

Provided also that nothing herein contained shall prevent the with- 
drawal of any child from any religious observance, or instruction in 
religious subjects, or inspection in such subjects, or shall require any 
child to attend school on any day exclusively set apart for religious 
observance by the religious body to which his or her parent belongs. 

6. Nothing in the present byelaws shall have any force or effect in 
so far as it may be contrary to anything contained in any Act for regu- 
lating the education of children employed in labour. 


Providing for Remission or Payment of School Fees in case of Poverty. 


7. If the parent of any child satisfies the school board that the reason 
his child does not attend school is that he is unable from poverty to pay 
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the whole or any part of the school fees of such child, the said board 
will, in the case of a school provided by the said board, remit the whole 
or such part of the fees as, in the opinion of the said board, the parent 
unable to pay, for a renewable period, to be fixed by the said board, 
not exceeding six calendar months. 


Penalty for Breach of Byelaws. 


8. Any parent committing an offence in breach of any of these bye- 
laws shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding such an amount as, with 
the costs, will amount to the sum of 5s. for each offence. 


Date on which Byelaws shall come into Operation. 


9. These byelaws shall take effect from and after the 3rd day of April, 
1876, if the same shall then have received the sanction of Her Majesty 
in Council, or from and after any day after such last-mentioned day on 
which the same shall be sanctioned by Her Majesty by Order in 
Council.

{3.) Shall have any force or effect in so far as it may be contrary to 
anything contained in any Act for regulating the education of 
chiidren employed in labour. 


Remission of School Fees. 


VI. If the parent of any child satisfies the school board that his child 
does not attend school by reason that he is unable from poverty to pay 
the school fees of such child, the school board will remit, at their own 
schools, the whole or such part of the fees as, in the opinion of the board, 
the parent is unable to pay, for a renewable period, to be fixed by the 
board, not exceeding six calendar months. 


Penalty for Breach of Byelaws.

The number of sub-inspectors employed in the United 
Kingdom remains as at the period cf the last report, viz., 13. 

Mr. Grant, who was at that time the senior sub-inspector, 
has since then retired on the full pay of his rank, under 
clause 4, R.W., 30/8/71. The Director-General gladly 
avails himself of this opportunity to express his apprecia- 
tion of the zeal, intelligence, and good judgment with 
which this officer performed his duties, and to bear testi- 
mony to the high esteem in which he was held by persons 
of all ranks with whom his duties brought him into 
contact. 

The number of sub-inspectors employed in India is 8, 
being two more than at the period of the last report, and 
there is in each presidency a superintendent of schools 
besides. One of the sub-inspectors in the Bengal presidency 
acts as an assistant to the superintendent.

Forty-eight of the 67 students admitted during 1874, 
_ 1875, and 1876 to the Normal School at the Royal Military 

Asylum for the purpose of being trained were soldiers, 
while of the 14 admitted as pupil-teachers during the same 
period 10 were civilians. 

The changes of soldier assistants are still so frequent in 
many schools as to impair the efficiency of the teaching 
staff ; and the evil appears to be at least as severely felt in 
the schools on the Indian establishment as in those at 
home, Inexperienced teachers are seldom of much use; 
and it is not to be expected that pupils will make progress 
and become qualified to obtain the necessary certificate to 
admit of their being promoted, or even dismissed from 
school, if their instructors have not some experience in 
teaching. 

The acting and detachment schoolmasters are employed, as 
their name implies, in charge of detachment and depdt 
schools, to which trained masters are not usually attached ; 
or in charge of the head quarters schools of regiments and 
artillery brigades which, fram temporary causes, may be 
without the service of trained masters. The qualifications 
required in such men are of a still higher character than 
those necessary in school assistants acting under the 
immediate direction of masters, and, unfortunately, men 
possessed of the necessary qualifications appear to be least 
available for school duty in that branch of the army which 
most requires them, viz. the Artillery. But a general 
regimental order issued to the Royal Artillery in the latter 
part of 1875, directing that a sufficient number of men 
should be specially trained to act as battery schoolmasters, 
will be found in Appendix I. No. 4, and it is hoped that it 
may have the effect of remedying the evil, which is severely 
felt. 

A substantial boon was conferr ed upon army schoolmasters 
in the early part of 1874, when they were made eligible 
to sit at the annual examinations of the Committee of 
Council on Education, and to receive the certificate of merit 
if found qualified. Every young army schoolmaster may 
now reasonably entertain the hope of finding employment

the expiration of his first twelve years of. servic 
sufficiently good opening in civil life should present itsel: 
to induce him to relinquish the prospect of a military 
pension. Few students leave Chelsea as schoolmasters 
who may not, if they choose to keep up a habit of moderate — 
study, pass’the examination of the committee of council ; 
and none who may not fulfil the conditions necessary to — 
entitle them to the recommendation of the Director- 
General of Military Education by the zealous discharge 
of their professional duties, and the maintenance of steady 
good conduct. 

By the Royal Warrant of 1st April 1876, an increase of 
2d. per diem was made to 'the pay of army schoolimasters, 
in common with others of corresponding rank throughout 
the service, and of an additional 2d. a day after two 
years service under the same Warrant. 

With a few exceptions, the reports received of the school- 
masters, both from commanding officers and from the 
inspector, sub-inspectors, and local inspectors of schools, 
have been very favourable.

‘Within the last four years the examinations of children’s 
schools, which were formerly made twice a year, have been 
reduced to one in the year under ordinary circumstances. 
The object of the change was twofold. It was intended 
to relieve the sub-inspectors of the-larger districts from 
an excessive pressure of work, and to give time between 
the examinations for greater progress on the part of the 
pupils than formerly, and ‘so to admit of a more decisive 
verdict upon the character of the instruction than sub- 
inspectors and others sometimes felt themselves justified in 
giving when the examinations were more frequent. There 
is no report as yet from the local inspectors and super- 
intendents as to the working of the new arrangement in 
their districts abroad. But it is found to operate bene- 
ficially at home. More frequent examinations are still 
occasionally made in cases in which, from special circum- 
stances, the inspector of schools considers them expedient. 


Although only examined once a year as a rule, the 
‘children’s schools are visited twice a year, and it is the 
duty of the sub-inspectors, at those visits at which they do 
not examine, to observe the classification of the pupils and 
the general management of the schools; to take note 
especially of the qualifications of the teachers, as shown in 
the method of imparting instruction and managing their 
classes ; and to ascertain whether irregularities and defects 
in the ‘schools and the school buildings, which may have 
been noted at the inspection and examination made six 
months previously, have been rectified. After each visit 
of inspection, whether there has been an examination or 
not, a report is made to the inspector of schools. 


The inspections of adult schools and examinations of 


candidates for school certificates are made twice a year, as 
heretofore.

SPECIAL CLASSES. 


The Director-General is of opinion that wherever cireum- 
stances do not make it absolutely impracticable special 
classes should be established, at least for the instruction of 
men who have been avery long time at school without 
having qualified for certificates. “In no other way does it 
seem practicable to bring such men up to the very modest 
standard of attainments necessary to the removal of their 
names from the school: books, and experience has shown 
that by this means the object can be attained. 


Although the number of special classes, properly so called, 
has diminished,’a good deal of useful work is done in night 
schools, at which attendance is purely voluntary.

ELEMENTARY EXAMINATIONS AT ALDERSHOT AND DUBLIN. 


The Director-General observes that the number of pupils 
attending the schools of the Aldershot Division who take 
part in the examinations held: by the local committee in 
connexion with the Society of Arts is much less than 
formerly. 


On the other hand, the Society of Arts, and the Local 
Board in connection with the Statistical and Social Inquiry 
Society of Ireland has established an annual examination 
of pupils from the schools of the Dublin Garrison, and 
presents certificates and money prizes to those who pass 
the examinations successfully. Reports from Sub-Inspector 
Carnegie relating to these examinations will be found in 
Appendix III. The Director-General is of opinion that 
examinations of this kind are calculated to exercise a very 
wholesome influence upon the Army Schools. The Director- 
General desires to express his sense of the kindness of 
those gentlemen who have gratuitously given their time 
and labour for the encouragement of pupils attending the 
Examinations in Dublin, and the zeal with which Sub- 
Inspector Carnegie has co-operated with them.

All the boys before leaving the Asylum are examined as 
-eandidates for 3rd-class Army School certificates. This is 
one of the various changes introduced by Colonel Battersby 
since he became Commandant, and, like others, it has been 
attended with excellent results. It has rarely occurred that 
a boy has failed to obtain the 3rd-class certificate : and many 
of those examined would probably have shown themselves 
qualified for 2nd class if allowed to offer themselves for it. 
This is, however, not allowed, because the possession of a 
2nd-class certificate exempts a boy from compulsory atten- 
dance at a regimental school, and it is not considered , 


ble that any boy from the Asylum should join a 

“regiment without passing under the schoolmaster’s notice 
- for, at any rate, a brief period. 

But the most important change made by Colonel 
Battersby since his appointment to the Royal Military 
Asylum has been the introduction cf the “half-time” 
system, under which one half of the school day is devoted 
to the elementary education of the pupils, and one half to 
industrial occupation and instrumental music. The nature 
of the change in detail, and the effects of it, are described 
by Colonel Battersby, in a report which will be found in 
the Appendix IV., No. 1. 

In consequence of the considerable reduction of the time 
formerly devoted to study the endeavour to maintain the 
school instruction of the boys at its former standard neces- 
sarily entails increased labour on the teachers, and it must 
be admitted that of the small proportion of failures which 
have occurred at the examinations for 3rd-class certificates, 
the majority are of recent occurrence. But on the other 
hand, there seems much ground for Colonel Battersby’s 
opinion that the intellectual vigour of the boys and their 
capacity to learn are stimulated by the more frequent 
change of occupation which he has introduced. 

Whilst referring to Colonel Battersby’s own report for 
the details of his arrangements, the Director-General 
desires to express in strong terms his sense of that officer’s 
intelligent and unwearying exertions to improve the con- 
dition of the Royal Military Asylum, and his recognition 
of the success which has attended them; as well as of the 
loyalty with which both the late and the present head 
master and the various other officers, masters, and non- 
commissioned officers of the institution have seconded his 
exertions.

The number of military libraries (exclusive of officer's 
libraries) in the United Kingdom™~and the Colonies at the 
date of the last report was {41. That number has been 
augmented by the establishment of new libraries at the 
following stations now occupied by brigade depots, viz. :— 
Armagh, Cardiff, Galway, Great Yarmouth, Greenlaw, 
Guildford, Kingston, Northampton, and Oxford, bringing 
the total number on the 31st December 1876 up to 
150, but the library at Nassau, Bahamas, haying been 
broken up reduces the total to 149. 

Several existing libraries at other stations now ocr 
by brigade depots have likewise been “assisted” by a 
small “special” grant of books, in order to place them 
in a position to meet the additional requirements, con- 
sequent upon the increased number of troops serving at 
those stations. : 

A list of these libraries, arranged by districts, and 
showing the number of volumes on charge, and the number 
issued to the troops, during each of the three’ years to 
which this report refers; will be found in Appendix IX., 
No. 1. . 

The aggregate number of volumes in possession on the 


- 81st December 1876 was 229,287, as compared with 


218,876 on the 31st December 1873; being an increase of 


~ 10,411 volumes in the three years. It imust, however, be 


borne i in mind that this increase includes about 100 volumes 
issued, as the nucleus of a library, to each of the nine 
stations above mentioned, as well as the “ assistance ” to 
other libraries previously yeferred to, 

573,683 volumes were circulated in 1874, 603,780 in 
1875, and 600,740 in 1876. 

Looking: at the large and increasing number of books 
issued to the non-commissioned officers and men at the 


— 


raries continue to be attractive and appreciated by the 


_ troops. They appear to be, on the whole, in a flourishing 


and satisfactory condition; but cases have occurred at 
distant stations, where a want of attention to the instruc- 
tions contained in paragraphs 106-109, section 15, of the 
Queen’s Regulations, has resulted in considerable loss to 
the libraries concerned, both as regards books and funds. 


XVII. 
REGIMENTAL RECREATION ROOMS AND READING Rooms. 


Attention is called in the reports of the Inspector of 
Army Schools, and in those of Local Inspectors and Super- 
intendents, to the inadequate accommodation provided at 
many stations at home and abroad for these establishments. 
The Director-General is fully aware of the difficulty of 
providing funds to meet all the various demands which are 
made for the improvement of barracks by the different 
departments. But he desires to record his entire con- 
currence in the estimate that has been formed of the great 
value of these institutions when properly conducted,

will, as a rule, be allowed to schoolmistresses at home stations. 

2. At isolated stations, however, where it is certified by the control 
officer tliat there is a difficulty in obtaining food from the ordinary 
sources of supply, rations may be issued to schoolmistresses on the 
understanding that they are to pay the actual cost of such rations.

The benefits of the institution are open to the sons of non-~ 
commissioned officers and men who have deserved well of their country, 
for long, faithful, or gallant service, or who have died in the performance 
of their duty, or have been discharged from the Army, from any cause 
not affecting their character. 


IV. Candidates for admission must be not less than 10, and not more 
than 12 years of age, at the time the application is made on their behalf, 
and free from any mental defect or infirmity. 


V. In registering applications for admission, the cases are classified 
as follows :— ¥ 
Class A.—Boys who have lost both parents. 
3» B.—Boys who have lost their father. 
» B2,—Boys whose father is alive, but absent on foreign 
service. 
», C.—Boys who have lost their mother. 


VI. The merit of the father, in -respect to character and service, is , 
always an important consideration in weighing the claims of the can- 
didate. .

MEMORANDUM. 


Horse Guards, War Office, 
20th November 1875. 

WirH a view to overcome the difficulty at present experienced in 
providing detachment schoolmasters, for the several batteries at stations 
at which there is no army schoolmasters present, officers commanding 
brigades will at once take steps to form a class at the head-quarters of 
their several brigades (consisting of atleast one man from each battery), 
under the brigade schoolmaster, for the purpose of being instructed and 
qualifying as detachment schoolmasters. 

This course is to be of six months’ duration, and carried on during the 
winter months; and the men composing-it are to be selected from those 
holding 2nd-class school.certificates, and who can be recommended for 
their steady habits and general conduct. 

The brigade schoolmaster should not confine himself to merely 
educating these men in the several branches of learning necessary, but 
he should also devote special attention to instructing them in imparting 
their knowledge to others. 

As the training of these men is of the utmost importance, and for the 
general good of the service, it is hoped that officers commanding 
brigades will endeavour to carry out this order in the full spirit of its 
intention, and thereby overcome the great difficulty now experienced in 
obtaining qualified instructors for detached batteries. 

After the present classes have been instructed, commanding officers 
will so arrange for their future classes as to have always in their brigades 
at least four or five men qualified to act as detachment schoolmasters 
whenever their services are-required. 

As soon as the classes are doomed it isto be reported to this office, 
and a nominal list forwarded.

I HAVE the honour to submit the usual Report on the Army 
Schools in the United Kingdom, and the usual return (A) of the results 
of examinations for school certificates, for the year ending 31st December 


The following table shows the number cf men examined for certificates, 
and the proportion of those who were successful in obtaining certificates 
of one class or other.

Of 9,401 men examined for 4th-class certificates, 6,385 obtained 
them; and 946 certificates of the same class were awarded to un- 
successful candidates for certificates of the higher classes. 

There were therefore 7,331 certificates of the 4th class awarded as 
against 6,269 of the higher classes. 

The number of men examined who received no certificate was 6,062. 
But this number includes 2,303 men possessed of certificates, who sat as 
candidates for certificates of a higher class than that in possession, and 
failed. The number of men who proved on examination to be without 
the necessary qualification for holding any certificate was 3,759, or 
19 per cent. of the number examined. % i 

The number of men examined for certificates in 1874 was less than 
the number examined in 1873 by nearly 2,000 men. The precise dif- 
ference is 1,938, and the diminution was almost entirely in the candi- 
dates for the three higher classes of certificates. I am quite unable to 
account for this falling off in the number. But the circumstance of its 
having affected chiefly the candidates for the more advanced certificates 
I think may be attributable to the extended, and constantly extending, 
range of instruction given to soldiers in signalling, reconnoitring, 
gymnastic, practice, and so forth, which makes commanding officers 
anxious to get the young soldiers dismissed from school as early as 
practicable, and induces them in many instances to be content that the 
men should leave with the lowest class.of certificate, rather than spend 
a few more weeks in the school and qualify for a certificate of a higher 
class. The only way of checking this that I can suggest is to raise the 
standard of the certificate which shall be held to qualify a soldier to be 
dismissed from school. But this subject I have already treated at some 
length in my annual Report for 1872; and the further experience which 
I have since gained has not modified the opinion which I then 


expressed. 
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Although the number of men examined for the higher certificates in 
1874 was less than in 1873, there was a slight advance in the proportion 
of successful candidates in the latter. year, though not in the actual 
number of them. The difference in the proportion was very small; but 
such as it was, it showed a slight improvement in the selection of men 
for examination by the schoolmasters. ; : 

In order to meet an alleged difficulty in some regiments of finding 


- men otherwise qualified for promotion who could obtain the necessary 


school certificate, an alteration was made last year in the conditions on 
which 2nd and 8rd-class certificates might be awarded to corporals and . 
lance-corporals respectively. But the result has not been satisfactory. © 
The tendency of the alteration has certainly been to lower the general 
standard of instruction among non-commissioned officers, and nof, 
merely, as was:hoped, to enable a few men, possessing good educational 
qualifications in some particulars, though not in all, to obtain their 
promotion. _ : 

I therefore recommend that the old rule be adopted again, and that a 
certain standard of qualification in each-branch of elementary instruction 
be required to entitle lance-corporals and ‘corporals, not less than other 
non-commissioned officers and men, to receive school certificates. 

I am anxious to renew the recommendation which I made in my 
Report last year, and which I have frequently urged upon commanding 
officers in conversation, that the school attendance of recruits and young 
soldiers should be of longer continuance at one time than in many 
instances itis. ‘Three attendances a week, of an hour and three quarters 
each; will do more to: advance the ‘school education of men: than»five 
attendances of one hour and’a quarter each; although a smaller demand - 
will be made upon the men’s time by the arrangement. If :the: schools 
were opened six days a week for adults (including Saturday forenoon), 
half of the men could attend at a time; and the inconvenience arising 
from the presence of an excessively large number of recruits and young 
soldiers. with a regiment or battalion, and the breach of regulation, 
for which it is sometimes alleged as the excuse, when the attendance 
of such men at school falls below five hours a week, might be avoided. 

A practice appears to be extending of promoting men who do not _ 
possess the necessary school certificate, on condition of their attending 
school regularly after their promotion, and making themselves qualified 
in this respect for their new rank. And if the conditions under which 
such promotion is permitted are strictly defined, and strictly enforced, 
{ think the practice not disadvantageous. But itis evident that it 
amounts to a departure from the existing regulations, if carried to any. 
considerable extent; because these authorise the promotion of men 
without the necessary school certificate only in rare and very special 
cases. It does not appear to me to have been intended that of two men 
equally well qualified in other respects the old soldier without a school 
certificate should be selected for promotion in preference to the young 
soldier in possession of the certificate, simply because he is the senior. 
But if this is to be allowed, on condition of the soldier obtaining his 
certificate after promotion, the time within which the. certificate must | 
be obtained ought to be strictly defined; and if it is not obtained 
within that time, the promotion ought to be cancelled. Perhaps, in 
such cases as I am now referring to, it would be well if the commanding ~ 
officer should confer acting rank upon the man whom he wishes to 
promote; and should keep him with acting rank, and without the extra 
pay of the rank, until qualified by the possession of the necessary school 
certificate, to have his rank confirmed and draw the pay. 

The soreness occasioned by feeling that he had been passed over 
might thus be spared to a good soldier: and a substantial inducement 


| to: attend school would at the same-time: be-brought ‘6 bear. In the» 
actual state of affairs a man promoted without .the proper school . 
certificate probably finds it more irksome than ever to attend school, and. 


is ‘more indisposed than ever to work for a certificate. Sofaras my 
sp atael tae extends, men so promoted are not regular attendants. at 
school, ee ae ; ‘ ; 

In making the foregoing suggestions I contemplate, of course, only 
the case of men sufficiently well educated to perform the ordinary duties 
of the higher rank in an intelligible manner. I do not suppose that a 
commanding officer would ever wish to. promote, even to acting rank, 
a man who could -not read and write and spell in such a manner as to 
be intelligible to persons in habitual communication with him, such.as 
the officers and non-commissioned officers of the same troop or company, 
I should not, under any circumstances, advocate the appointment, of a 
less' qualified. man than this to be an acting non-commissioned: officer. 

I may observe-also that I make'a distinction between lance rank and 


acting: rank. , Soldiers can be promoted to. lance-sergeant without.. 
a sergeant’s certificate,,and to: lance-corporal without any certificate, 


at all., a 

The results of the examinations: in the schools of elder children are 
for the most part reported to have been satisfactory, and I. am. well 
satisfied with the effect of the change which made these examinations 
annual instead of half-yearly as formerly. . But the great majority of 
the pupils are very young, and the average age appears to be diminishing. 
The elder ones probably find. their way to. the depdts, and of these no 
full examination is now made; and no report on the,form applicable to 
the children attending regimental schools is rendered. 

I append a copy of the report addressed by. Mr. Carnegie, the sub- 
inspector for the Dublin district, to the Assistant Adjutant-General of 
the district, by which it-will be seen that. the custom inaugurated iat 
Aldershot some years back of sending pupils from the Army Schools 
to take part in the examinations held bythe Society of Arts. has, been 
extended. I consider this very advantageous, and wish that the custom 
were general throughout the service. ‘The examinations of the Society 
of Arts are held at all the principal towns in the United Kingdom, and 
therefore the opportunity exists for the pupils of all our principal 
schools to try their strength against the pupils of the elementary schools 
of the surrounding districts. And there can be no question as to the 
advantage which they would derive from such competition, regularly 
and systematically carried into effect. 

At Aldershot 43 pupils from Army Schools were successful at the 
elementary examination of the Local Board, and five, viz., four adults 
and one boy, obtained certificates of proficiency at the final examination 
by the Society of Arts. But the returns from Aldershot are less com- 
plete than in former years; and I am not able to say what prizes, if any, 
were taken. 

The reports on the Infant Schools are generally satisfactory, and I 
have no doubt whatever that these, which were formerly so indifferent, 
have much improved, and are likely to improve still further if the 
service: is made sufficiently attractive. Young women of very good 
education now offer themselves as candidates for the appointment of 
schoolmistress. But the emoluments are still, in my opinion, much 
below what they ought to be, and we-have some mistresses in charge of 
large schools at 30/. or 407. a year who are equal to any that I have 
seen in civil schools with salaries of twice or thrice that amount. 

The school arrangements at brigade depdts are not satisfactory to my 
mind. An acting schoolmaster (a soldier) and an acting mistress con- 


stitute the usual (and I believe the recognised) establishment for the 


Bae 
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instruction of the children. The compulsory attendance of men at 
depét schools is not contemplated and in conformity with this, 
examinations for school certificates are not held at brigade depdts, — 
except to the very limited extent necessary to enable the non-com-- 
missioned officers present to qualify for promotion. 

So far as my observation goes this is not at all satisfactory to the 
commanding officers of brigade depdts, most of whom would certainly 
prefer to have proper schools established, and to pass their recruits 
through. the schools before sending them to their regiments. The 
inconvenience of having very large numbers of uncertificated men at 
the head-quarters of regiments is palpable, and has been strongly felt 
during the past year. Indeed it has occasioned a recommendation 
for a very large addition to the school buildings at Aldershot, and will 
probably lead to a similar result at other stations. To establish schools 
under trained schoolmasters, at brigade depdts, would evidently 
necessitate some increase of the establishment of masters. But ex- 
perienced men who had reached the later. years of their service could 
do much excellent work both with the recruits and with the elder 
children at depdt stations, whilst by sending them to such stations 
the difficulty, now of frequent occurrence, of disposing of them when 
their regiments are ordered abroad would be effectually met. And it is 
to be observed that if a large proportion of recruits could obtain their 
certificates at the depots, the staff of teachers at the head-quarters of 
regiments might be much reduced; and the schools being relieved from 
the presence of large numbers of men who are mere candidates for 
“ Ath-class certificates,’ a higher standard of instruction could be 
introduced for the benefit of the smaller number of pupils attending 
them. Every head-quarter school of adults might then be a special — 
class. 

I think it most desirable that trained schoolmistresses should be 
appointed to brigade depéts. But in the absence of trained school- 
masters, and still more of efficient schoolmistresses, 1 am disposed to 
look with favour upon the proposal to send the depét children to the 
parochial schools.

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SIR, “ Leatherhead, 28th February 1877. 
I HAvE the honour to submit a Report upon the Army Schools 
in the United Kingdom for the years 1875 and 1876. 

I append two returns (marked A and B), which show the results of 
examinations for certificates in those years respectively. It will be seen 
that there has beén a progressive increase both in the number of men 
examined and in the number of certificates awarded since 1874. 

The greatest number of men examined for certificates since the exist- 
ing school regulations came into force was in the first year of their 
operation, viz., 1872. In that year it was estimated that about 23,000 
men were examined; 8,586 certificates of the three higher classes 
awarded ; and 7,432 certificates of the lowest (4th) class. 

In 1876 the number of men examined was 22,348; the certificates 
awarded in the three highest classes numbered 6,399; and the 4th class 
certificates 9,214. 

The number of men examined, therefore, was not much below the 
number examined in 1872, and the certificates awarded were in excess of 
those awarded in any previous year except that. But the proportion 
of 4th-class certificates was also greatly in excess of the proportion in 
any previous year. 

The improvement in the character of the Ist, 2nd, and 3rd-class 
papers, and more particularly in those of the lst and 2nd classes, to 
which I have drawn attention in a former Report, still continues. And 
a mere comparison of the number of certificates awarded in the different 
years does Jess than justice to the results of the later instruction. 

But the proportion of 4th-class certificates is to my mind eminently 
unsatisfactory. Ido not think it arises from the want either of skill or 
of earnestness on the part of the large majority of schoolmasters, but 
rather from the anxiety of commanding officers to get their recruits dis- 
missed from school on the easiest terms not absolutely incompatible with 
the Army Regulations; and on that of the men themselves (in many 
cases) to be relieved from the drudgery of study in that stage of their 
education when study, if most needed, is also apt to be most distasteful. 
And I have no doubt that these men, or at any rate a considerable 
proportion of them, are misled by the possession of a 4th-class certificate 
into the belief that they have attained an amount of learning by no 
means insignificant, and that their desire to get rid of school is strength- 
ened by it. I have formerly expressed the opinion that the 4th-class 
certificate should be abolished, or else that the qualification for it should 
be raised, and experience has strengthened that opinion. 

The per-centage of the men examined without obtaining a certificate 
as the result of their examination is curiously unvarying from year to 
year. In 1874 it was 34, in every other year from 1872 to 1876 it has 
been 30. But except in 1872, when the present regulations as to 
compulsory attendance and compulsory examination came into force, 
this per-centage of failures comprises a very considerable proportion of 
men in possession of certificates of one class or other, who have failed to 
qualify for certificates of a higher class. It by no means indicates that 
so many men out of every hundred examined proved unfit to hold any 
certificate at all. 

In view of the large number of recruits now constantly joining the 
army it seems probable that, unless special means are adopted to prevent 
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I. it, the proportion of 4th-class certificates awarded will ‘increase largely. 
For the schools will become so crowded, that schoolmasters, as well as 
commanding officers, will be glad ‘to have a great many men dismissed — 


school as early as possible in order to reduce the numbers of those who a 


remain on the books to manageable dimensions. Already commanding 
officers for want of sufficient school space to accommodate all their recruits 
have been compelled to dispense with the attendance of a portion of 
them, until such time as the remainder can obtain 4th-class certifi- 
cates and vacate ‘the school-rooms. Under such circumstances the 
standard of attainment may be said to be kept down to the lowest point: 
‘<by authority.” But unless arrangements can be made to send the 
men to school at diffierent hours of the day, or on diffierent days for 
longer periods than is now customary, or both, this system must, of 
-necessity, be pursued until additional school-rooms are provided. And 
even if regiments were provided with school space sufficient to accommo- 
‘date'three or four hundred pupils at one time, it would.rarely happen 
that such large numbers of pupils could be efficiently taught.* 
It seems to me that if the.compulsory attendance of: all recruits is to 
continue to be. the rule of the service, commanding officers; should be 
instructed to have more than one school attendance for adults. In some 
corps this is already done; but not in the majority. And in many 
Instances in which a second adult school attendance: is established it is 
for the instruction of non-commissioned officers only, which does. not 
meet the difficulty now referred to. er: ie amet 
In building new adult school-rooms I strongly. recommend that class- 
rooms, capable of holding about 25 men, should be provided for the use 
of pupils entirely illiterate. The instruction of men of this class goes on 
‘most rapidly when the simultaneous system of reading is adopted with 
‘them as with infant classes. But-it is difficult to get them to conform 
‘to itin the presence of men better educated than themselves ; whilst 
there is no difficulty in inducing them to adopt it whenever they can be 
isolated from other men. And on the other hand, the disturbance 
caused in a school by the simultaneous reading of a large class of adults 
is apt to be very inconvenient. : 
The attendance of non-commissioned officers is still as a rule very 
itregular, But there are a few exceptions. And from these I infer that, 
with suitable arrangements as to school hours, and some degree of 
pressure from commanding officers, the attendance of this class of men 
might be better throughout the service than it is. . 
- The attendance of. uncertificated recruits, where their numbers are 
not overwhelming, is fairly regular in most regiments. But’ in corps 
«recently returned from foreign service, and therefore comprising a very 
large number of recruits, the Army, Regulations on this subject are not 
invariably complied with. ~ 
The irregularity of employing uncertificated men permanently on 
_ special duties, without taking steps to insure their regular. attendance at 
school, as required. by General Order No. 2, of May 1876, has been 
several times brought to notice. 

- Commanding officers have now such large numbers of-young soldiers 
to train, and such a variety of instruction to impart to them, the practical 
effect of which in making them good, fighting men is more readily 
apparent than that produced by the instruction given in.school, that 
there is risk of the orders relating to. school attendance coming to be 

‘largely disregarded, if every deviation from them is not noticed, and as 


* There are battalions in which as many as 200 and 800 recruits, who ought according 

“to the regulations to attend school for five hours a week, do not attend at all, in 

consequence of the school-rooms being already full, and the schoolmasters time fully 
occupied during the time set apart for recruits instruction. 


: - fav as’ circumstances will. possibly admit, stopped. But I am very far 


’- indeed from wishing to imply that the regimental schools are neglected. 


“Some commanding officers. attach more importance to this part of 
regimental economy than others ; and in some regiments the men appear 
to appreciate more highly than in others the advantages to be derived 
from the school; in this, as in many other things, probably taking their 
cue from the commanding officer. But I am convinced that public 
opinion in the Army is not behind public opinion in civil life as to the 
advantage of sound elementary education, when attainable. } 

The footing upon which schools are maintained at brigade ‘depots 
appears to me to be very unsatisfactory. At depdts, as in other corps, 
there are non-commissioned officers who must qualify themselves for 
promotion educationally, and there are children, above the class of 
‘infants, to be instructed. ‘To meet these circumstances schools are main- 
tained under acting schoolmasters; that is to say, under: soldiers; who 
may or may not at some period of their service have been employed as 
assistants under trained schoolmasters. A few of these men are very 
efficient. The majority of, them are not. And a proper school-room in 
which they may exercise their vocation forms no part of the barrack 
accommodation to be provided for the depots, although, as a matter of fact, 
school-rooms, some good, some bad, do exist in'some of the old barracks 
occupied by those: brigade depéts which have been formed: ~The 
acting schoolmasters are frequently changed. And they, not unfre- 
quently, have more pupils than they are competent to instruct, even 
within the limits of a very elementary course. For, although the atten- 
‘dance of adults at’ these schools is not compelled, it is usually much 
encouraged by commanding officers. 

If really efficient schools could be maintained at brigade depdts, the 

regiments would: be greatly benefited’ by receiving from them men in 
‘possession of school certificates, and. therefore exempt from the opera- 
“tion of Paragraph 23, Section 9, of the Queen’s Regulations ;and the 
“instruction of non-commissioned ‘officers and of children at the depots 
“would be much better than it is now. The most effectual’way to secure 
‘these ‘advantages’ would’ be to place’ the depdt schools in’ charge’ of 
trained schoolmasters in the last years of their service: : Nor would this 
be so expensive ‘an arrangement as’ may at first sight.‘appear: For an 
average trained schoolmaster could’ do much more, even if he worked 
‘single handed, than an average acting schoolmaster with an assistant. 
I haye been frequently assured by commanding officers of brigade 
depots that the recruits have plenty of time for attending school. And 
if the school hours were arranged, as they might be, in‘such a manner 
that two, or even three, classes of recruits could attend daily and regu- 
arly at different hours, I believe that under ordinary circumstances a 
trained schoolmaster of experience could do so much with them as would 
sensibly diminish the staff of assistants’ required in the schools of’ the 
service-companies of battalions; and thus both the expense of these 
‘establishments and the difficulty of maintaining them in efficiency would 
be reduced. : 
- I do not mean to say that the -cost of increased establishment of 
trained schoolmasters which would become necessary would be fully 
met by the saying of extra duty pay to soldier-assistants and acting 
schoolmasters.- Though if the regimental pay of these as well-as their 
extra duty pay be reckoned; it would probably be met. 

But if it be impracticable, for financial reasons, to employ trained 
masters at brigade depdts generally, measures should be adopted to 
‘place the depét schools’ under efficient acting schoolmasters, or they 
should be done away with altogether. A properly fitted school-room 
should be provided in every depét barrack,’ a non-commissioned officer 
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of irreproachable character and suitable attainments should be selected 

to act as schoolmaster, either from the brigade depot or from one of 
the battalions connected with it, and should be ‘sent to the nearest 
regimental school for four months training at least; and, if approved — 
as efficient at the end of that period, he should be placed in charge of 
the school, with extra pay of ls. or 2s. a day, so as to make the 
appointment really worth having, and he should not be removed except 
for misconduct or want of success for at least four or five years. If 
such an arrangement as this be- considered impracticable, I really think 
that the school should cease to be a part of the depot establishment. 
At particular stations where there might be no public elementary school 
within two miles, and the number of elder children was considerable, a 
trained schoolmaster should be retained as an exceptional arrangement. 
This is already done at one or two depot stations. For instance, it is done 
at Winchester, where, however, there must be many public schools within 
reach of the barracks. But in. expressing myself thus I am speaking 
only of schools for the elder children and adults. For the infant chil- 
dren and the elder girls’ sewing classes ‘schools should certainly be 
maintained at the depots, and they should be placed under'the charge 
of competent trained mistresses in all cases, even if to do this should 
involve some increase of the establishment of schoolmistresses. 

In order to meet as far as possible the great difficulty of providing 
efficient school instruction for the numerous detached batteries of 
Royal Artillery a memorandum was issued by the Deputy Adjutant 
General of Royal Artillery in November 1875, directing commanding 
officers of Artillery Brigades to form classes of men who should be 
trained under their respective Brigade Schoolmasters to act as Battery 
Schoolmasters. (Appendix I., No. 4.) 

The men detailed were to be in possession of 2nd-class certificates, and 
to be of steady habits and general good character. The course of instruc- 


. tion was ordered to last six months, and at least one trained man was 


to be provided for each battery. The order, which embodied the prin- 
ciple of one of the many excellent school arrangements that obtained in 
the Artillery Service in old days, seems well adapted to secure the 
object in view, provided it be acted up to in its integrity. I am only 
able to report upon its operation during the winter of 1875-76, when 
there had perhaps not been time for it to become generally known and 
fully appreciated. But I am bound to say that during that first short 
season of its operation there were instances of men being withdrawn 
from the classes to fill various posts not connected with school, before 
the course of instruction was completed, and that the men detailed to 
attend the classes were not in all cases in possession of 2nd-class cer- 
tificates. ‘The progress made by those who went through the course 
(which in that first season was of less than six months’ duration) was 
excellent. But I have been told (I do not know whether correctly or 


not) that comparatively few of them are employed as instructors in 


schools. Unless the men are carefully selected, are kept to their classes 
for the entire period of the course, and are employed as school instruc- 
tors afterwards rather than as orderly room clerks or in other situations 
in which no doubt their course of careful training will haye made them 
very useful, the object of the Deputy Adjutant General’s memorandum 
will certainly not be attained, and the mounted branches of the 
Artillery, at any rate, will continue to encounter, as heretofore, the 


‘greatest difficulty in maintaining the school education of the men at 


the level of that of other corps. 

The reports of the results of the examinations in children’s schools 
of regiments not lately returned from foreign service have been gene- 
rally favourable. I append a return (marked C) which shows the 


: average marks obtained in the several schools: reported upon, by- Avr. If. 


they will, draw useful lessons from the comparison. 

The defective character of the reading lessons often given in the 
schools has been observed by myself, and has been brought to my notice 
by commanding officers and by sub-inspectors, The teachers too 


often content themselves with the correct pronunciation of the words of 


the lesson by their pupils, without taking due pains to ascertain that 
they apprehend the sense of what they read, or requiring from them 
intelligent emphasis and proper accentuation. I do not think that 
schoolmasters as a rule sufficiently appreciate the value of correct and 
even elegant reading in cultivating the intelligence, or sufficiently make 
a practice of reading aloud to their classes. _ 

Mental arithmetic, which was formerly so well taught as to make it a 
special feature in the instruction of Army school pupils, appears to be 
hardly practised at all now. This is greatly to be regretted, and I 
commend the subject to the notice of the schoolmasters and the sub- 
inspectors. 

Drill is now generally practised in the children’s schools, but the 
new drill book has not been universally adopted. It is intended that 
it should be strictly followed in all schools of elder children, and that 
the several drill practices described in it should be taught in regular 
succession. At Woolwich the young female teachers have been taught 
to give instruction in drill, with a view to their assisting the school- 
masters of the regiments to which they may eventually be attached, in 
drilling the elder girls ; and no schoolmistress will in future be passed 
out of the model school as competent who is not proficient in drill. 

Very little has yet been done in introducing the practice of gymnas- 
tics. But at some few stations classes of boys attend at the gymnasium 
at stated hours, and are instructed by a qualified sergeant. The lads 
provide themselves with belts, or make shift without them, and exercise 
in their stockings without shoes. They enjoy it, and it does them an 
immense deal of good, even to the extent of making them more alert in 
their school classes. It seems to interfere in no way with the use of the 
gymmasia by the troops. And it is to be hoped that it will become the 
universal custom, instead of being confined, as at present, to particular 
corps and particular stations. Tei 

A system of light dum!-bell practice for the elder boys has been 
adopted in the Scots Greys, arranged by the energetic instructor of 
gymnastics of the corps, Sergeant Richard Plunkett, whose little book 
on the subject I strongly recommend for the use of such schoolmasters 
as may have the desire and the opportunity of introducing dumb-bell 
practice into their schools. It hasbeen placed upon the list of books 
which can be supplied at the public expense, if required.

The regulations now in force for the examination: of femaie teachers f 
of the various grades are appended (marked D.) The monitresses at — 
the Artillery Schools at Woolwich and the Engineer School at-Chatham 
who are’ candidates for the appointment of: “pupil-teacher have some 
advantage over the monitresses employed in other schovls in respect of 
their education, and somewhat higher attainments are therefore exacted — 
of them than of others. The qualification for promotion from pupil- 
teacher to 3rd-class schoolmistress is the ‘same throughout the service.. 
I take the opportunity of calling attention to the’ satisfactory poe 
made by the monitress’ class at Woolwich. 4 
There is still'a great want of infant school accommodation. It is 
very disadvantageous to have elder children and infants taught in the 
same room. Both schools suffer by’the arrangement. And in those 
cases in-which separate infant schools cannot be provided, and the 
master and mistress have to occupy a chapel school in common, it- 
would greatly improve the state of things if movable partitions of wood 
could be introduced. .The woollen curtains sometimes in use are not 
sufficient, even when in good order; and they soon get ragged, and very ° 
often are not renewed. At brigade depdt stations the scale of accommo- 
dation allowed appears to be generally inadequate. - In particular cases, 
as at Horfield Barracks, it is glaringly so. Local circumstances are so 
various, and differ so much, that it would seem proper that they should- 
always be considered before determining the amount of school-room’’ 
space to be provided for any particular barrack. » For instance, there are 
great differences between different stations as to the number of persons 
belonging to the staff of the reserve forces who wish to make use of the 
barrack schools, and ‘are entitled to'do so. I think it is not always 
borne in mind when the plans for infant schools are drawn that the 
elder girls are taught sewing in these rooms in the afternoon, and that 
they. are not intended to receive the infant children alone. The newly 
built infant schools that I have seen have class rooms attached to- 
them, and this is very necessary when two or more assistants are 
employed under a mistress, that is to: say, when a school numbers 
40 pupils and upwards. But when a class-room is provided, the cubic 
space, and still more'the area allowed for each person, should be some-' 
what greater than when there is no class-room. Because it is necessary 
at times to have all the pupils assembled in the main school-room for 
collective lessons (except when the pupils are’ numbered by hundreds, 
and I am not now speaking of schools of that description). The main 
school-room should, therefore, be large enough to receive the whole: 
school in all cases. The object of a class-room is not merely to relieve 
overcrowding in the main school-room, but to prevent confusion, and 
especially to separate the youngest children from the others, when the 
school is ordered for class teaching as opposed to collective teaching. 
There is no advantage in allotting two rooms of about equal size to a 
school, and calling them school-room and class-room, if the two together 
can only just contain the entire school. And if they are divided by a- 
passage, as I have not unfrequently seen, the arrangement is very dis-. 
advantageous. It would be better to have all the children in one room 
than this. The-best arrangement is to have the class-room in direct 
communication with the school-room, and capable of containing eee 
one third of the pupils.

tion of the girls, and of those boys who attend the infant school,in yo 5, 
needlework, including knitting and darning, and, for the elder girls, 
cutting out. I have not ceased to regret that the elder boys are no 
longer taught needlework, as they formerly were, failing the oppor- 
tunity and the means of giving them industrial training of any other 
kind. The amount of instruction received by the younger boys in. 
sewing is so small (ceasmg when they leave the. infant school) that I 
think it might well be dispensed with altogether. ee 

Upon the subject of soldiers’ reading rooms and recreation rooms 
IT have not much to add to former reports. Wherever suitable and 
sufficient accommodation is provided they flourish, and prove them- 
selves, as might be expected, influential aids to discipline. But the 
accommodation provided at many stations is still quite inadequate, as I 
have had occasion to notice from time to time in my communications 
to youl SS!) eh > 

The introduction of cards as one of tlle recognized means of recreation 
is very popular, and- under proper control I think it is a very good 
thing to permit card-playing. But it is not agreeable,—at least it is not 
to my taste,—to see_rooms_filled_with_men—at all_hours..of_the day | 
engaged at cards. I suppose no amusement is at once so absorbing as 
card-playing and. so little beneficial: if inordinately indulged in.» I am 
afraid that a large number of men in every regiment pass every spare - 
hour and minute that they have at cards, and that buglers and other 
very young lads acquire an inordinate passion for card-playing. . I am 
assured that this, is so, and, it certainly seems to be not ‘an unlikely 
thing in itself. For my own part I should like to see card-playing pro-=. 
hibited until after a certain hour in the day—say 3 p.m.—and allowed. 
then only under very stringent rules so far as boys: are concerned... For 
instance, they might be-forbidden to play for more than an hour ata. 
time, or more than two hours altogether, with an interval of an hour or 
two, and only with cards specially issued to- them by the non-commis- 
sioned officer in chargé of the recreation-room,. who should note the 
names of the lads to whom he issued them,and the time of issue, 1: 
know at least one case in which the sergeants of a battalion were induced, 
with laudable self-denial, to pass a mess-rule prohibiting card-playing 
before tea, in order to prevent the deteriorating effects of too.much 
indulgence in the amusement which many of those who voted for the 
prohibition were alive to, although unable to resist the temptation to it 
without the moral support of a. mess rule on the subject. Since the 
introduction of cards, the games of chess and draughts, formerly much 
played, especially by the boys, who were great adepts at them, have 

ost fallen into disuse.

- The time to be allowed for vivd voce examination will probably average 
considerably less than five minutes for each pupil. If it is plain that he 
does not know where to look for a place named to him, pass at once to 
the next question. A great many questions may be got through in five 
minutes, if the Examiner is careful to bear in mind that he is there to 
test the pupil’s knowledge already acquired, and not to give him the _ 
opportunity of acquiring fresh knowledge by hunting for places named to 
him until by accident he stumbles upon them.

Vhe 2/23rd relieved the 52nd in October, which returned home. 
. The 17th. Brigade, R.A., succeeded the 15th Brigade, R.A.,.on its 
return home; and the 2nd Battalion Rifle Brigade took the place. of 
the 1/24th Regiment on that corps’ embarkation for the Cape. 

The 3rd Company, R.E., from Bermuda, exchanged stations with 
20th Company, R.E.,-ab Gibraltar in May, and the-]1th Company, R.E., 
departed for Bermuda in November. 


2. The detailed reports of my recent examinations have already been State of the 


forwarded. They show that, with one or two exceptions, the general 
state of the schools is satisfactory. The exceptions. are. the adult 
schools of the 2/23rd Regiment and the Royal Artillery, in which the 
adults, under para. 23, sect. 9, Queen’s Regulations, do not make 
the required number of hours’ attendance as demanded thereby—many 
of them: being put on permanent employ, and consequently ‘cannot 
attend the schools. ‘This cannot be caused by the heavy duties of the 
garrison, for the attendance at the school 1/4th Foot is very regular, 
owing tothe excellent arrangements made by the officer commanding 
that corps. ©" re ‘ : ‘ 

The 2nd Battalion Rifle Brigade has not been inspected by me, as 
they were examined just prior to their leaving England in November. 

3. Special classes have now been formed in all corps except the 
Royal Engineers, the nature of whose duties prevent that course. The 
special clases of the 1/4th and 2/23rd were not, however, formed in 
November. : : : 

The ordinary classes are composed principally of non-commissioned 
officers without certificates,.enlisted boys, and recruits attending com- 
pulsorily ; there is, however, a good sprinkling of voluntary attendants 
at.most of the schools. 

The average number of hours’ attendance made by each man borne 
on the school books during November, the month~ previous to the

state, but in the majority. of corps, they areg for want of conyenient — 
school accommodation, placed at a disadvantage as compared with 
schools in most garrisons at home. 


3. The duties and special employments of the troops in a garrison so 
exceptionally circumstanced as Gibraltar are such as almost to preclude 
voluntary school attendance. In some corps the attendance. of non- 
commissioned officers who have not obtained 2nd-class school certificates 
is enforced as a qualification for advancement, but there are very few 
private soldiers who voluntarily attend the special classes contemplated 
in the School Regulations. 


4. It is possible that by. the formation of voluntary night. classes, 
somewhat similar to those instituted by the Science and Art Deparfment 
at home, a larger proportion of non-commissioneed. officers and soldiers 
might be induced to take advantage of the opportunities of improvement 
which it is the object of the Army schools to afford. To do this it 
would, be. necessary to dispense with the afternoon attendance of the 
schoolmaster. at the. children’s schools required by clause 11 of the 
Regulations for Army schools. 


5. In any case it would be very desirable, and probably randes 
voluntary classes more attractive, to secure the presence at Gibraltar of a 
qualified teacher in elementary drawing, so that not only adults, but the 
children attending school at this station, may have the same advantages 
in respect of art instruction as are extended | to ress classes and 
elementary schools at home. 


6. It may reasonably be expected that soldiers and their children 
would, as much as any. other section of the industrial classes, take 
advantage of opportunities for instruction in elementary art.: If the 
examinations annually conducted by the Science and Art Departinent 
were extended to Gibraltar it is probable that the extra expense involved 
in the payment of a qualified teacher will be largely if not entirely met 
by the payments on results. 

7. The average monthly attendance of the adult classes during the 
month of November 1876, the month previous to the annual inspection,

_ «There are 2,808 non-commissioned officers and men out of a total 
garrison of 4,824 non-commissioned officers and men in possession of 
Certificates as compared.with 2,408 in 1875; and the proportion in 
possession of higher certificates was increased from 1,267 to.1,441. 

I venture to endorse.the opinion so strongly urged on previous. occa- 

sions by Colonel Gleig, Inspector of Schools, that it is inexpedient to 
grant certificates for the 4th Standard of Military Education. 
- Itis probable that a proportion of the men who are compelled to 
qualify in this very low standard soon forget how to read or write, and 
to send these men back to civil life after short service with a certificate 
that they have satisfied the requirement of a standard of army education 
is, it is submitted, likely to give an unfavourable opinion of the educa- 
tional qualifications of soldiers and of the teaching in Army Schools. 


9. I further annex an abstract; marked B, of the marks obtained by the 
children ‘at the recent examination. The grant of certificates has, with 
your approval; been discontinued. I fear the effect of such certificates 
was to favour a certain amount of cramming in arithmetic to the 
neglect of grammar, geography, history and other subjects for which no 
marks are assigned in soldier’s certificates. It will be observed that in 
some cases the average marks obtained are low, but when these low 
marks are combined with a large proportion of children examined it 
gives a really better result than if a few selected children only are 
brought up for written examination. 


10. The schoolmasters, as a body, have performed their duties in a 
very satisfactory manner, and only one case of misconduct has been 
brought to my notice. 

The schoolmistresses have been attentive to their duties, but only a 
few of them appear to have had the training requisite for instruction 
of any but very young children. They have, however, performed the 
duties assigned to them satisfactorily. . 


11. The general impression left on my mind by the inspection and 
examinations is that a large proportion of the master’s time is devoted 
to young children, and that the school arrangements do not provide so 
fully as is possible to do for the higher instruction of the non-commis- 
sioned officers and men. 


12. The soldier school assistants are reported to give satisfaction, but 
the inducements to hold this post scarcely appear sufficient, as when a 
vacancy occurs there is frequently a difficulty in filling it up. 

The pupil-teachers and monitresses have generally given satisfaction. 


13. The principal garrison library consists of 3,330 volumes, of which 
- about one-third, chiefly novels, are usually issued to corps for regimental 
distribution. ‘The rest of the books ure locked up in closed presses in 
rooms used as orderly rooms. There is no reading room attached. 
Gibraltar contains probably the best garrison library for officers in the 
world, and it is largely subscribed to and used. 

The establishment of a proper library and reading room for soldiers in 
this garrison, with a selection of suitable books, appears to be & pressing 
want.

16. No funds have been allotted to provide for the deficiency of 
school buildings which has been pointed out in the last Report. 
There is little hope held out of any being allotted during the financial

The school accommodation for the Royal Artillery at Rosia and 
Europa is quite insufficient. 

There is no adult or grown children’s school for the Royal Engineers, 
and the store-room, temporarily used, is now required for its legitimate 

urpose. 
r There is no infant school or quarters for schoolmaster and school- 
mistress at the South Barracks or at Europa. 

In other cases the grown children and infant schools are, as pointed out 
in the detailed reperts, at long distances apart, and therefore very 
inconvenient.

Appended is a return showing results of the examinations which have 
taken place. Compared with the previous year, the number of candidates 
has considerably increased, being 801 against 711, whilst the actual 
number of failures has diminished by 18, and this is the more satisfac- 
tory as the numbers obtaining 4th-elass certificates only are the same 
in both years. 

On \|st January 1873 the number of recruits on school books of the 
Regiments now serving here was 492, and 455 have since joined, of 
all these only 264 obtained certificates. 

The number of men who can now neither read or write is 260, or 
5°7 per cent., against 166, or 3°5 per cent., last year; this deterioration 
is due to the class of recruits, and not to old soldiers serving in Regi- 
ments lately arrived. 

Evidently, therefore, the work of the schoolmasters is on the increase, 
and without a simultaneous increase in the power of instruction, I fear 
raising the standard of 4th-class certificates can scarcely be attempted. 
As it is the want of permanent, and, therefore, in a measure trained 
assistants seems greatly felt in all the schools, for men qualified to 
teach well are sure of speedy promotion and cannot be spared from the 
duty ranks, even the senior assistant is very seldom a full non-com- 
missioned officer, and I would suggest that the position of assistant 
schoolmaster be a permanent one, to be held necessarily by a sergeant 
without addition to his pay, and that two more teachers or assistants 
be permanently employed with extra pay at 6d. and 4d. a day respec- 
tively. There are always at least four separate classes under instruction 
at the same time, and, therefore, it is a pity that one teacher should be 
sent back to duty because the average attendance may temporarily fall 
below 60. The assistant schoolmaster would be eligible for promotion 
to colour and pay sergeant, but if found incompetent for his post, or if 
anxious to resign, he should revert to duty as a private, the vacancy 
being always filled by. the promotion of one of the paid teachers; 
it is probable that vacancies would occur sufficiently often to make the 
post of paid teacher, one coveted by lance corporals who had acquired a 
due knowledge of the duties of a non-commissioned officer, as affording 
them a fair prospect of obtaining the rank of sergeant.

Another point which the increased attendance makes of more impor- 


tance than formerly, and which appears to me to seriously affect the 
efficiency of the school system is that of accommodation. It would 
unquestionably be of great advantage if the children could be kept 
apart from the men; the elder children are very apt to over-estimate 
their own knowledge, to become indifferent to progress, and to make 
offensive remarks on the ignorance displayed by the men; whilst men, 
especially those whose attendance is compulsory, dislike exceedingly the 
presence of children. Fresh buildings cannot of course be easily pro- 
vided, but use might surely be made of the recreation rooms for at 
least two hours daily without much inconvenience to the men off duty. 

In the 28th Regiment 12 entertainments in connexion with the 
schools have taken place during the past 12 months, but in no other 
corps has any special effort been made to provide instructive amuse- 
ments. In all corps, however, much voluntary evening school work 
has been undertaken by the schoolmasters, and the generally satisfactory 
results of the examinations must be in a great measure due to such 
exertions, 

Having only made one examination of children I cannot give any 
opinion on the progress they make, but the elder ones have attained a 
fair amount of proficiency, and the attendances have been regular, 1 
would suggest that a course of instruction be laid down for the guidance 
of all schoolmasters as children that do not belong to a regiment suffer 
considerably by having to fall into a new system whenever a change of 
regiment takes place, and, moreover, the examiner has at present great 
difficulty both in setting questions, and in comparing results. 

I can with sincerity and great pleasure speak of the schoolmasters as 
a hard-working, zealous, and intelligent class, and the schoolmistresses 
are very efficient.

As in the two preceding. years the number of 
candidates for ‘certificates has steadily increased, . 1,026, having been 
examined this year, and only 801 an. 1874, but as the proportion. of 
failures is much larger than usual, whilst the number of recruits on the 
school books, as well as the numbers-who can neither read or write is 
now at end of year greater than at commencement, it is evident that in 
this command at Jeast where the duties are excessively heavy, and in 
consequence attendance st school much interfered with, the power of 
imparting instruction is not equal-to-the demands upon it. This 
deduction from the figures given and from personal observation in no 
way reflects upon the schoolmasters, they are as a body hard-working 
and competent, and though in one or two instances:the work of 
candidates has led me to think the schoolmasters somewhat-to blame, 
a notice to this effect in the Inspection Report has invariably brought 
about the desired improvement.

3. A return is appended showing the results of examinations which 
nave taken place; there is a slight diminution in the numbers examined 
compared with last year, but the failures have been in much smaller 
proportion, and more uncertificated men have obtained certificates than 
have joined the Command during the year. 


4, This return does not afford good grounds for comparison between 
regiments, as the nature and locality of the barrack accommodation, 
the number and class of recruits that have joined during past two years, 
and the flow of promotion which may have taken place would neces- 
sarily cause great differences, but the 12th Brigade, Royal Artillery, 
Royal Malta Fencible Artillery, and 42nd Regiment, deserve especial 
mention for the amount of work successfully performed, and the 
101st Regiment comes next. 


5. I am, however, of opinion that the results of instruction given in 
the schools are not so great~as they should be, much time and teaching 
being thoroughly wasted on large numbers whose attendance is too 
irregular for any real progress to be hoped for. The remedy for this 
‘lies with the commanding officers, who could insist upon a man getting 
five hours instruction in a week although dismissed from recruits drill, 
as except when a soldier is on guard, in confinement, or in hospital, he 
is never in this command so occupied throughout the day as to render 
the addition of an hour’s schooling a hardship. Advantage might well 
be taken of gymnastic and gun drill squads to secure continuous 
teaching to large numbers. ' : 


6. This point is of great importance as many more recruits will now 
join regiments annually, and judged by those lately arrived the standard 
of education in civil population is much as formerly for at the end of 
this year consequent upon recent arrival of drafts, we have an unusually 
large number of men returned as unable to read or write.

The certificates to candidates for 4th class were, during a portion of 
the year, awarded by officers commanding regiments and brigades, and 
subsequently by the sub-inspectors. JI have not a record of the former 
in my office. From the annual returns furnished by the regiments it 
appears that 1,473 4th class certificates were obtained, which of course 
include the 335 above referred to. 


3. Special classes,-— 

These continue to be held in some corps, but I do not think that the 
number of them is increasing. The education chiefly sought in the 
regimental schools is that necessary to qualify for promotion, and this 
can be obtained by a fairly regular attendance at the ordinary classes. 

Special classes were maintained-in 22 schools, during an average 
of eight months in the year; the average number on roll being 23, and 
the daily attendance nearly 16. The ‘following have had a daily average

4, Voluntary night classes,— 

These have been held in 29 schools, in six continuously throughout 
the year. The average number of months during which all were open 
was six, the average number of scholars on the roll was 38, and the 
nightly attendance 16. These classes form a most useful auxiliary to 
the ordinary day classes, and the attendance at them being wholly 
voluntary, the pupils‘ generally make very sensible progress. Those

6. Materials,— ; 
Haying received the latest revised list of authorised materials, pro- 
vision has been made for the introduction of the new books, &c. into 


the school libraries, and it is hoped that they will be available for use 


by June or July. - 


7. Schoolmasters,— 

I regret to say that five schoolmasters were under arrest or suspension 
during the year, of whom four were sent home for discharge, and one 
was sentenced to loss of service, with these exceptions the schoolmasters 
have been favourably reported of, and have proved themselves zealous 
and efficient. 


8. Schoolmistresses,— 

Of the schoolmistresses (26 locally appointed, and 20 home trained) 
the reports have been, without exception, favourable, but there were 
tio casualties by death, and two returned to England with their 
husbands, invalided. Two schoolmistresses were appointed by His 
Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, after direct examination, their 
papers having been submitted to and approved by the Director-General. 
As vacancies which occur in India are not, as a rule, filled from home, 
and as the training school in this Presidency has been abolished, direct 
examination is the only means by which the schools can be provided 
with qualified schoolmistresses, and there is no reason to apprehend 
that sufficiently educated candidates will not come forward. 


9. Acting schoolmistresses, assistant schoolmistresses, and pupil- 
teachers,— 

The instructions regarding the examination of monitresses for pro- 
motion to the grade of pupil-teacher having been received, the 
examinations have been carried out where practicable, but owing to the 

_ many drawbacks to the education of children in regimental schools in 
this climate, it is hardly possible that the standard of qualifications 
expected from this class of teacher in England can in all cases be 
secured in India. - I do not observe that the examination prescribed for 
the appointment of pupil-teacher has been made applicable to that of 
assistant schoolmistress. Acting schoolmistresses for short periods are 
so frequently required in this country, that I do not deem it possible 
to insist on a strict standard of qualification in every case, but candidates 
for acting appointments which are likely to continue for any lengthened 
period have been examined to the extent prescribed. 


10. I abstain on the present occasion from offering any remarks as to 
the results of the examinations and inspections which have been carried

The unfortunate circumstance of the 
death of the sub-inspector of the lower circle in July last year is 
known to the Director-General. This has been the cause of great 
embarrassment and disturbance of the regular course of inspection of 
the schools in‘that circle. ‘The late ‘sub-inspector’s death was‘ pre- 
ceded by a period extending back nearly to the beginning of the year, 
during which no reports were ‘received of the schools which were 
inspected and examined. ‘In September’ an ‘officer froma’ British 
regiment was ‘appointed to carry on the duties temporarily.’ After

- spending about six weeks in this office, looking over examination papers 


of adults, and assisting in preparing ‘credit lists from’ the. papers 
worked by the ‘children ‘at the late sub-inspector’s examinations, and 
generally obtaining as much information as to the work required as the 
opportunity afforded, he proceded'on a tour of inspection, but I regret 
to say no reports of ‘the schools inspected haye as‘yet reached me. The 
work of inspection must, therefore, so far as this report ‘is ‘concerned, 
be considered as having been practically in abeyance in the lower circle

3. The general report by the sub-inspector, upper circle; is, I consider, 
a very satisfactory one. The stations in this. circle are more accessible 


_ than in-either of the others, and less time is therefore occupied in 


travelling. The promptitude with which the reports of inspections have 
been forwarded by Mr. Shipman, as well as the care shown in their 
preparation, is deserving of commendation. 

4. With reference to paragraph 4 of the report, I can quite bear out 
the testimony therein given as to the improvement in style which has 
taken place in the examination papers of candidates for certificates. The 
improvement is also apparent in the children’s papers (the whole of 
, which from this circle have been sent for my inspection), though as 
pointed out by Mr. Shipman there is yet room for further efforts in 
this direction, particularly in the lower classes. 

5. With reference to paragraph 6, Iam of opinion that it would be a 
great advantage if the suggestion could be carried out that prior to the 


preparation of Form —~a preliminary examination should be held by 


A, 

the schoolmaster, and the candidates selected on the result of such 
examinations. ‘The responsibility of deciding on what men should be 
allowed to sit, should, however, I think, devolve upon an officer 
selected by the commanding officer and not on the schoolmaster. I 
further think, that a candidate for a 2nd-class certificate not already in 
possession of a 3rd class, should be required to work the paper for 
3rd class in arithmetic, and that if he fails to obtain the requisite num- 
ber of marks on the 2nd-class paper, his fitness for a 3rd-class certificate 
should be determined by the 3rd-class paper only. 


6. With regard to the report from the central circle, the tables therein 
given will afford in a future year the means of recording the general 
advancement made by the pupils. Mr. Goadby’s report of individual 
schools have been distinguished by much care and precision, but owing 
partly to the difficulties of travel in some portions of his circle, and 
more especially to a heavy domestic affliction, which interrupted the 
course of his duty, they have not been forwarded with the regularity 
and promptitude which is desirable. : 

7. Both Messrs. Shipman and Goadby speak of the rarity of special 
classes. The reason, I think, is that in India during the winter 
months the requirements of duty prevent special classes being formed, 
and in summer, the duties (excepting guards) are so light, that exemp- 
tion therefrom for the purpose of attending school for an extra daily 
period is not sovght. The opportunities of attending the ordinary 
classes at this season are ample, and quite sufficient to enable the 


scholars to obtain the certificates they need. The voluntary night. 


classes are more common, and Mr. Shipman testifies to their value. 


The want of furniture, and in many cases of separate accommodation. 


for infant schools, alluded to by Mr. Goadby, unhappily exists, and I 
can only express a hope that the frequent representations that have 
been made on this head may in time lead to the want. being supplied.

Officers.—It is with the greatest satisfaction that I refer to the work 
done by the sub-inspectors. The regular examinations by these officers 
in the upper and central circles have already produced sensible results, 
particularly in the more general and systematic instruction of the chil- 
dren in geography, English history, and grammar, and I am convinced 
that the improvement will be more obvious year by year. The examin- 
ations for certificates too are conducted on an uniform system not 
hitherto attainable. Both Messrs. Shipman and Goadby-have proved 
themselves thoroughly efficient and zealous officers. I desire here to 
express my great regret at the loss by death of the late sub-inspector 
Mr. Rice, of whom, had health been spared to him, I feel sure I should 
have been able to speak in terms of satisfaction.

No. 174.—From the Sus-Inspectror of Army ScuHoo ts, Central 
Circle, to the SUPERINTENDENT of Army ScHOOLS. 


Sir, ; Kasauli, 2nd June 1876. 
No. 190 dated the 26th ultimo, 
requesting me to furnish a very brief report of the central circle for the 
year ending 3lst December 1875, I have the honour to submit the fol- 
lowing for your information. 

From the commencement of my duties in October 1874, to December 
1875, I made 41 inspections, of which 14 belong to the second tour. 

During the same period 2,362 candidates were examined for cer- 
tificates. Of this number, 24 were candidates for first, 683 for second, 
and 837 for third—or in all, 1,544 for higher, and 818 for fourth ciass 
certificates. Of those who were successful, 7 were recommended for 
first, 219 for second, 407 for third; or 633 for higher, and 614 for 
fourth, making a total of 1,247 certificates obtained. 

Tam not in a position to offer any remark on the progress made by 
certificated scholars (7.e., those in possession of a certificate and advanc- 
ing to one of a higher-class); but with regard to 1,600 uncertificated 
pupils that came under my notice, it may be observed that only 16% per 
cent. of them obtained any certificate. Dividing them into two greups, 
viz., those who had been attending the school under a year, and those a 
year and upwards, the reduction of the number of uncertificated scholars 
of the former was nearly 15 per cent., and of the latter 213. 

The attendance of the adults I found to be generally good, and 
especially regular during the hot months, from April to September. 

Few special classes were in operation at the time of my visits to corps, 
but those which were working most satisfactorily appeared to be in the 


In compliance with your memo., 


1/8th and 59th Regiments, where non-commissioned officers and men 
were attending from four to five hours daily—the majority with a view 
to promotion, and a few to becoming candidates for first-class cer- 
tificates. — 

With reference to the elder children’s schools, my remarks will apply 
only to those I observed up to the conclusion of my first tour, in June

6. In several instances I have had a large number brought up for ex- 
amination, many of whom where altogether unqualified forthe class of 
certificate for which examined, and even iffound qualified for a lower 
class, there still remains an inferiority. of .style and work generally... I 
think this may be..accounted for in some..measure in the fact that men 
come forward. who have not attended school,:and the schoolmaster can 
have little or no knowledge of their attainments.

waste of material, and a vast amount of useless labour on the part of the 

examiner, and might be obviated if it were understood that a prelimi- 

nary examination was to be held by the schoolmaster before the Special 
- Form 81a was filled in and dibontcbibd to the’ sub-inspector. 

1 should be very glad to see a rule-in-force which would prohibit any 
certificate except 4th class being awarded to a candidate for 2nd class 
who failed to qualify for that class, as I am fully persuaded that many 
candidates, but poorly prepared, come forward hoping to obtain a 
3rd class should they fail to obtain a 2nd class, feeling that they have 
little or no chance of the latter. Or that it should be compulsory that a 
candidate for 2nd class should be in possession of a 3rd class. This 
would cause more time and care'to be bestowed in the training for each 
class, and a general superiority in the examination papers, as well as a 
much greater probability that what had been learnt would be better 
remembered than when a candidate has been hastily, and therefore 
imperfectly, prepared for the 2nd class. 

7. The masters ‘generally devote themselves diligently to their duties, 
and ‘give satisfaction’ to their commanding officers. I would beg 
specially to bring prominently ‘to notice schoolmasters Blount, 70th 
Regiment, Jerram, 2/9th Regiment, and Smears, 2/12th Regiment. 
Their respective schools are exceedingly well conducted ; and the zeal, 
energy, and method displayed by them ‘in ‘their work, have brought them 
to a degree of excellence not always to be met with. 

8. 'The children’s schools are well conducted generally, and very satis- 
factory progress has been made during the past year. Geography, 
English History, and Grammar have been more generally taught, an 
with very fair results. : 

9. Singing is not practiséd so much as might be. I think it might, 
with advantage, be made a part of ‘the regular’ routine of instruction. 
The best I have met with is in the schools of ‘the 2/9th, 2/12th, 70th, 
92nd, and 4th Hussars. 2 

10. There’ is not ‘sufficient care, as a rule, given to writing, either in 
the children’s or adult schools. The pupils are frequently left too much 
to. themselves. after the copy-books have been given out, If this were 
looked upon. by the masters as it. deserves. to be, and. considered as a 
subject for practical. lessons -at the black board, and a thorough super- 
vision maintained during the lesson, we should soon find a vast improve- 
ment in. the style of the examination papers. I have pointed this out in 
every school throughout my circle; and Jam glad to be able to say that, 
in.some instances; I found very. satisfactory results during my, last tour 
of inspection, and I look forward to.a still more marked improvement in 
my next tour. ‘ i 

ll. The Infant schools are, conducted very satisfactorily; in- some 
instances, as in the 2nd. Battalion, Ist. Regiment, the 4th Hussars, 
and the. 1st Battalion, 17th Regiment, exceedingly well... In the first 
mentioned, object lessons, and collective lessons on various subjects, are 
admirably given: by the schoolmistress Mrs. Hughes. The children of 
this school at my inspection in. December last. displayed a degree of 
intelligence, superior to anything I had before met with. Of the zeal 
and ability of Mrs. Hughes, in the management of her school, I cannot 
speak to highly. 

12. The sewing classes.are well conducted, and the work generally 
yery satisfactory in quality :—That of the children. 2/lst Regiment, 
1/17th Regiment, and 4th Hussars deserves special commendation.

I HAve the honour to submit for the information of the Director 
General of Military Education, Report on the schools of British regiments, 
&c., in the Bengal Presidency for the year ending December 1876. I 
enclose a memorandum from the Sub-Inspector of the lower circle relative 
to the schools under his inspection. No communications of a similar 
nature have been received from the upper and central circles. 


2. The unfavourable circumstances reported in my letter, No. 1225, 
dated 30th June 1876, continued: during the early portion of the past 
year, and I have to express my regret that, reports on some of the schools 
in the central and lower circles inspected in) the spring of 1876 have not 
been forthcoming. Sub-inspector Robinson joined his appointment in 
the lower circle in February, and Mr. Goadby resumed* his duties of 
inspection in April 1876, since which periods the duties of these circles 
have been efficiently performed. A few of the reports on the schools

3. An important point noticed by the sub-inspector, lower circle, is the 
irregular attendance of adults. ‘This is a great drawback; but the 
difficulty of dealing with it in this country is considerable. During the 
hot season the climate will allow of the men and children being absent 
from their barrack-rooms only during the early forenoon and evening ; 
and the greater portion of these periods are necessarily devoted to the in- 
struction of the children ; while in winter, the days being short, military 
duties occupy nearly the whole of the time of the men. Night classes in 
some instances supply the want of instruction by day, but these are always 
voluntary, and the attendances at them are not reckoned in the totals 
and averages shown in the School Reports. As regards the attendance 
of adults already in possession of 4th class certificates, and who are 
desirous of obtaining higher certificates in. view to promotion, the object 


- sought should it is thought form a sufficient inducement for them to 


attend the school whenever opportunity offers; and although attendance 
when off duty is generally enforced by commanding officers on lance- 
corporals and corporals not in possession of the certificates requisite for 
their obtaining further promotion, it is not known that any rules on the 
subject have been laid down by higher authority. In respect to the 
attendance of men not in possession of 4th class certificates it appears 


very desirable that the rule laid down in Circular No. Genl. No. Military

4. The great difficulty of obtaining competent teachers for detached 
bee schools, referred to in my last report and also alluded to by 
Mr. Robinson, continues, and the instruction in these schools is carried 
on under the most unfayourable conditions. A proposal to supply 
qualified schoolmasters to detached batteries made by His Excellency 
the Commander-in-Chief has been negatived by the Government of India 
on the score of expense. 


5. Thé financial condition of India has rendered it necessary for the 
Government to impose on all officers the most absolute regard to 
economy; and it appears hopeless at present to seek for the adequate 
and suitable accommodation and fittings which Mr. Robinson ‘in his 
memo,, and the other sub-inspectors in their several reports represent as 
being so greatly required. 


6. Another requirement of great importance, viz., the appointment of — 


permanent schoolmasters and mistresses to Hill Depots, so as to avoid 
the constant removal year by year for six months of several masters and 
mistresses from the regiments to which they are attached, cannot be 
brought forward for the same reason. 


7. The following details are those which I have been in the habit of 
giving in my annual reports relative to the various classes of British 
Army Schools in this Presidency.

MEMORANDUM. 


With the exception of a few corps, the attendance of adults is so 

irregular that there is urgent need for improvement. If a man’s 
attendance does not average at least four hours a week it is impossible 
for him to make satisfactory progress.. In a regiment (the 1/3rd Buffs) 
the schools of which were recently inspected by me, the average atten- 
dance of non-commissioned officers for the previous six months is less 
than one hour per man weekly. Only nine candidates for second and 
third classes of certificates presented themselves ; and they all failed in 
spelling. : 
P There is a great and -increasing desire among non-commissioned 
officers and privates to obtain certificates. A large proportion of 
candidates think that if they write well and can do common arithmetic 
they are qualified. for second-class certificates, and fail to make due 
preparation as to spelling military terms, working questions in exchange 
and sayings bank accounts. ‘They imagine they are hardly dealt with 
if they are not allowed to sit for certificates, until after having failed 
several times they become convinced of their deficiencies. 

Disappointment of candidates, and great loss of time to the sub- 
inspector by having to examine papers of numerous candidates who are 
not prepared to pass, might be obviated by schoolmasters examining 
the candidates about once a month, so as to ascertain the subjects in 
which the candidates are respectively deficient, in order that each should 
be encouraged to improve himself in the subjects in which he is back- 
ward. This plan was carried out in the large school of the Royal 
Engineers at Chatham, with very satisfactory results. 

These are in operation in a considerable number of schools, and are 
most useful in affording to backward men the means of employing 
their leisure in improving studies. 

The elder children’s schools are generally in a fairly satisfactory 
state and the pupils are being well grounded in the usual subjects of 
instructions; except in the schools of some detached batteries, in which 
the pupils are backward on account of the difficulty in obtaining com- 
petent teachers. 

The infant pupils are usually well prepared for admission to the 
masters’ schools, but in several schools more attention to reading is 
desirable.

rea in a very few instances the schools in the lower circle are held School 
in barrack rooms of the usual construction, and the accommodation 
afforded is but ill adapted for school purposes; for which buildings are 
yequisite specially designed, as to position, some distance from the orderly 
room and the men’s barracks ; ventilation, in proportion to the number of 
pupils, which is usually very much larger than it is desirable on sanitary 
grounds to keep in a room for several hours daily, without special. pre- 
cautions. Lighting, so that the lights may come from the side in front 
of the pupils. 

Such buildings have been provided at all home stations, and even in 
ne construction of hut barracks, schools were erected with the other 

uts. : 

It appears therefore to be indispensably requisite that schools and 
teachers’ quarters should be erected at all stations where British troops 
are quartered.

The reports on their conduct and ability have been very good 
throughout the year, and: have been confirmed by the sub-inspectors 
in their reports sent in during the tour now completed. I can state 
too from personal knowledge that as a body they are both hard working 
and efficient: It appears to me.a'matter for regret that trained masters 
are not allowed for single detached batteries of Artillery. ‘There are 
no less than eight such batteries in this Presidency, and they are often 
away from the head quarters of the brigade for several years, during 
which time they are entirely dependent for instruction upon one of 
their own non-commissioned officers, whose knowledge is, of course, 
very limited, and who from various causes is constantly liable to 
removal. This is very unsatisfactory, and detrimental to the progress 
of both men and children. 
d : 4, We have only nine regular schoolmistresses in 
Schoolmistresses. this Presidency, and they are all of the 3rd class. 
Three of them were appointed in this country after being examined by 
me. The Head Quarters, 6th Brigade, R.A., the 2nd Battalion, 
7th Regiment, and the 66th and 108th Regiments have only untrained 
schoolmistresses. With one exception the conduct of all has been good. 
Mrs. Wolfe, who brought the Royal Artillery school at Kirkee into so 
efficient a state, retired from the service on her husband being 
appointed a sub-inspector, and has received a bonus of 40/. 
5. You will see from Appendix A. what the average 
Adult schools. sttendance of adults has been in each corps. The 
total number on the school books during the last quarter of the year 
was 1,824, with a daily attendance of 881.

The return indicates great 
irregularity of attendance, which seems, however, quite unavoidable.

inspectors at their examinations do not exhibit very satisfactory results, - 


owing to the system not having been properly introduced in some 
schools, ‘There is now, however, no misunderstanding on that point, 
and I anticipate much better results at the next annual examination. 

9. The number of lectures delivered by the school- 
masters during the year is 23, as shown in Appendix D. 
Mr. McCormick, the schoolmaster of the 83rd Regiment, delivered the 
largest number, and schoolmaster Tracey, who has gone home with the 
49th Regiment, was as successful as ever in contributing to the amuse- 
ment of both men and children. His entertainments of this kind were 
always interspersed with songs, &c., and drew large audiences. School- 
master Yaxley, of the 108th Regiment has-a glee class in the regiment, 
and his qualifications as a teacher of music are reported by the.sub- 
inspector to be of a high order. 

10. The number of volumes of library books 
allowed for an infantry regiment in this country is 
1,200, for a cavalry regiment 960, and for a battery of artillery 324. 
These are provided in the first instance by government, and for their 
maintenance, and for the purchase of new works, a sum of 21. 10s. per 
annum is drawn by each troop, company, and battery. The numbers 
given above will soon be completed. About'2,000 volumes have recently 
arrived and about 2,500 more are expected during the year. These 
books are never circulated, owing, I presume, to the expense and slow- 
ness of conveyance in many parts. of the country. 

11. I have given the report on the “‘Bishop’s High School” in 
Appendix E. It maintains the high state of efficiency to which it was 
brought by the exertions of Mr. Brierley and his subordinates. The 
former has, I regret to say, been compelled by ill-health to leave the 
country. ‘The report was drawn up by his successor, Mr. Macnee.

The Poona District has during the year been in the charge of 
Sub-Inspector Wolfe, and the other in that of Sub-Inspector Cartwright, 
but these officers are now about to change places.

2. The school attendance on the part of the adults has been much 
larger than in the previous year, and amounts to 2,473, with an 
average daily attendance of 1,350, which is about 54 per cent. The

3. The best test of the quality of the work done in adult classes is 
the number of certificates gained during the year.

Special classes, with satisfactory results, were formed in the 
1/2nd Queen’s, 2/15th, 56th, and 66th Regiments, and in the Head 
Quarter School of the 6th Brigade, and B/9 Royal Artillery. These 
classes generally consist of a few men per company, who are per- 
mitted to attend daily, and are excused fatigues, &c. doing their 
guards on Sundays; but in the 2/l15th Regiment the class is com- 
posed entirely of men who have been on the books for upwards of 
two years, without obtainmg a 4th-class certificate, and who are 
compelled to attend whenever the Adults? School is opened, and are 
allowed no privileges. I recommend that this plan be adopted in other 
schools with men who have been attending for years without making 
any sensible progress. ; 

I haye observed a marked improvement in the reading and dictation 
of the adults this year; but the result of the examinations in 
| arithmetic was generally unsatisfactory. I have drawn the attention 
of the schoolmasters to this. Geography is taught as an extra subject 
in the 1/2nd Queen’s only.

C/4 Royal Artillery - - - a3 


Altogether 7 men were examined for lst, 273 for 2nd, 298 for 3rd, 
and 349 for 4th-class certificates; the results are shown in Return B. 
Most of the failures were in arithmetic. 

Very few men seem desirous of qualifying for Ist-class certificates, 
and unless some inducement is held .out I fear the number will 
decrease. If a rule were made that only men in possession of a 
lst-class certificate would be selected for the various departments it 
would, doubtless, cause many to study for them. Both the successful 
candidates this year were Artillery men, and both took Hindustani as 
an extra subject. One of the two was formerly in the Public Works 
Department. 

I would suggest that before men are permitted to sit for certificates 
they should be examined by the schoolmaster, and that the names only 
of those who have a fair chance of success should be sent in by com- 
manding officers. Very many candidates have been brought forward 
this year who were totally unfit, thus giving a great deal of unnecessary 
trouble, and, I should imagine, discouraging others from qualifying. 
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“The attendance of the grown “children is generally yery good 
See daily attendance being &2 per cent. of the number 
ooks. » . 


Their attainments and progress have generally been satisfactory in 


the ordinary subjects, though there is great room for improvement in 


grammar, geography, and English history, which are taught to’ nearly 


all the elder children. ‘The children in H.M.’s 1/2nd Queen’s, Head 
Quarters, 6th Brigade, Royal Artillery, and Head Quarters, 9th Brigade, 
Royal Artillery, did the best at my examinations. In the two former 
algebra is taught to the senior boys. 


- Drill is taught in most schools, and swimming also, in that of the 


Head Quarters, 6th Brigade, Royal Artillery. 

In the industrial schools the work exhibited was almost always very 
good; that in H.M.’s 2/15 School being particularly so. No fancy 
work is taught, but useful. articles of clothing are made which are 
usually distributed among the children by commanding officers. 
The girls are likewise taught to Knit, darn, mark, and mend. The 
attendance has been satisfactory. About 81 per cent. of the number 
on the register attending, 

In the 2/7th,-and Head Quarters, 6th Brigade, Royal Artillery, a 
few boys attended the regimental workshops out of school hours, 

In the Infant Schools the average daily attendance was also about 
81 per cent. of the numbers on the rolls. The schools of H.M.’s 2/7th, 
1/2nd_ Queen’s, and 2/15th are the best conducted.. A very great 


improvement has taken place in the former since Miss Tibbles assumed. 


charge. 

The schools are generally held in spare barrack rooms or other vacant 
buildings which are not always suitable for the purpose. At Kurrachee 
and Poona there are school-rooms with raised galleries for adults and 
children, but not elsewhere, and even at Poona there is no gallery in 
the 2/15 Infant School-room, and the room itself is far too small, 

Suitable school-rooms are needed at nearly all the stations; but 
particularly at Ahmednagar, Aden, and Belgaum. 

In some instances the Latrine accommodation is defective. 

Generally more presses are required for the school books and 
materials, and a writing desk for every battery school. Very few 
schools have clocks. 

The conduct of the schoolmasters, with one exception, already 
reported, has been satisfactory throughout the year. 

Local Schoolmaster Gainher has been promoted to Ist-class, and 
Local Schoolmaster Farrell, who is only a few months his junior, 
recommended for promotion to the same rank by his commanding officer. 
He is very painstaking and bears an excellent character. 

Of the Army Schoolmasters I wish particularly to mention School- 
master Burton and Henderson, both of whom are most zealous and 
successful in the performance of their duties. Schoolmaster Costigan 100 
is very fayourably reported on by his commanding officer. 

There are now six trained schoolmistresses in my district. Miss 


Tibbles, having joined. the 2/7th, and Miss McDaniel, after passing a. 


creditable examination, having been appointed to Head Quarters, 
6th Brigade, Royal Artillery, as provisional 3rd-class mistress. 

Acting Schoolmistress Dorman, who has improved in her manner of 
teaching, continues to conduct the 66th school, and Mrs. Elliott, 
formerly Assistant Mistress, acts as schoolmistress, with the Head 
Quarters, 9th Brigade, Royal Artillery, since the removal of School- 
mistress Berry. hae

' The acting schoolmasters and mistresess in charge of detached 
schools do their work very fairly. The men are in possession of either 
Ist or 2nd-class certificates, and they, as well as the mistresses, are well 
conducted. 

The soldier assistants are not always qualified for the- post, and 
seem sometimes to have been appointed simply because no other men 
were available. Each schoolmaster should train a few men to act as 
assistants when required. In some instances a difficulty has been 
experienced in obtaining qualified soldiers, because they are not pro- 
moted while so employed. : j 

The monitresses selected from the elder girls are generally able to 
teach the young children satisfactorily. 

- Return C. shows the average number of men who attended the 
Hindustani class during the year, and their daily attendance; as also 
the number of those who passed the higher and lower standards in 
Hindustani. 

The results are unsatisfactory. Many men put down their names 
when a class is first formed but soon cease to take any interest and 
discontinue their attendance.

Nearly all the masters read and explain to the children from the 
Bible daily, and the chaplains generally attend once or twice a week 
to instruct the elder children, but very rarely visit the Infant Schools. 

The mistresses generally read to the little ones from Simple Truths, 
or teach them to answer those questions in Scripture history that are 
given in the Infant School Magazine. Some, in addition, teach the 
children hymns and portions of the Church Catechism. 
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In conclusion, I may remark that generally those schools are in the 


most satisfactory state where the commanding officers themselves take 
an interest in them.

3. In Appendices B., C., and D. J have drawn up tables which show, 
(B.). the results of the examinations held for school certificates ; (C.) the 
average number of pupils on the school books and in daily attendance 
at the ordinary classes ; and (D.) the average number of scholars‘on the

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“books and in daily attendance at the Hindustani class. According to 


Appendix B. the average per-centage of successful candidates for certi- ~ 


ficates in the whole district during the year does not reach 50, an 
average which seems to me far from satisfactory. It is noticeable that 
the two batteries of Artillery, G/4 and F/9, are far below even this 
average as regards their successful candidates for certificates; also that, 
with one exception, the per-centage of success runs the highest in those 
schools which are conducted by trained masters. It will be seen from 
Appendix D. that the average daily attendance in the Hindustani classes 
has been very small indeed during the last six months of the year; but, 
as (vide Appendix E.), nine non-commissioned officers and men passed 
the lower standard, and two, viz., a lance-corporal of the 68th Regiment, 
and a private of the 108th, passed the higher standard, some study of 
the language must, I think, have been carried on privately. J am 
unable to give the average Hindustani attendance during the first six 
months of 1875, owing to there being no record of this attendance in 
the monthly reports. 


4. Regarding each particular school I have to report as follows :— 


Asoo LAWRENCE SCHOOL. 


The thoroughly efficient state in which I found this school at my 
yearly inspection in December last, as fully detailed in my report, 
warrants me, I trust, in bringing to your especial notice the name of 
Ist-class Schoolmaster George Eaglesome. I consider that this most. 
excellent master is in every way qualified for and worthy of promotion 
to the rank of sub-inspector.

The school in this dept is for children only, and is conducted by a 
mistress who is untrained and not very far advanced in her educational 
attainments ; I found its condition, therefore, not altogether satisfactory. 


B/4 anp G/4, Royau ARTILLERY. 


These detached batteries at Deesa and Nusseerabad should be 
supplied as soon as practicable with properly trained and qualified 


assistants as masters ; this remark applies more particularly to the latter- 


battery. There are at present no mistresses in these schools, the salaries 
having been disallowed by the Pay Department. 


F/9 Royau ARTILLERY. 


This battery left Neemuch the day before my arrival when on my 
yearly tour of inspection. I consequently have not examined the 
schools. I notice, however, that the per-centage of successful 


candidates for certificates is in this detached battery the lowest in the- 


district. = 


3rp HussARSs. 


Since Schoolmaster J. CPerkins joined the Hussars very efficient 
work has been done in the school. In September last a squadron was 
detached from head-quarters to Bombay, anid the adult attendance has 
since then fallen off very much. The building has been altered as 
suggested in my first Inspection Report, and with marked improvement. 
as regards the accommodation.

Owing to the annual reliefs I have not yet-been able to hold the yearly 
examination of the schools of this corps, now en route from Nusseerabad 
to Mhow.

The steady and excellent work of the boys was seen in the exami- 
nation held in September by Colonel Waddington, the Educational 
Inspector, C.D., who awarded a grant-in-aid of Rs, 2,151. This is the 
highest grant that the school has ever obtained. 

In the Matriculation Examination held in November three out of 
four passed. One of the pupils, George Augustus Wolfe, obtained the 
highest marks in mathematics. 

A lending library has been started, and to encourage reading the 
boys have been trained to give occasional readings, which have been 
very well attended.

2. It is satisfactory to note that in many respects there is an im- 
provement on last year’s results, to wit, increased regularity in the 
attendance of the men, a higher per-centage of successful candidates 
for certificates of education, and more life in the Hindustani classes.

task of educating, even up to the requirements of the fourth-class cer- 
tificate, the large number of illiterate men who fill the schools, and who 
can only be got hold of at irregular intervals, fetters the masters, and is 
a serious bar to higher education. Yet it is my firm belief that many 
a man whose name now lingers for two or three, and sometimes five or 
six, years on the school books as a compulsory attendant, and who is a 
dead weight on the school, could be worked up to the required standard 
in three months, if it were made possible for him to. go to school 
five days a week for four hours a day. The relief both to masters and 
pupils would be very great by lessening the dislikes for learning which this 
long and wearisome enforced attendance engenders in the latter, and by 
allowing the former to devote more time to higher and more attractive 
subjects. ‘The spread of education in England does not appear yet to 
haye affected the class from which our soldiers are drawn, and the short 
service system will bring into the army schools an unbroken stream of 
uneducated men who will continue to absorb most of the time of the 
teaching staff. If it be said that these beginners should be made over 
to the assistants, I reply that the evil effects of so doing are already too 
apparent, and that it 1s absolutely essential that the trained masters 
should bring their skill to bear on the lower classes of the schools. 

4, Special classes are reported to exist in B/4 Royal Artillery, and 
in the 68th and 83rd Foot, and their working is said to have been 
satisfactory. 

Fuller information has been received from the 6th Brigade Royal 
Artillery and 66th Foot. In the former, a class was in operation from 
the 7th August until the 15th December, and was attended by 14 men. 
Five of them left it in October at their own request, one was appointed 
to superintend the recreation room, one obtained a second-class certi- 
ficate, five a third class, and one a fourth class. Besides these, two men 
were specially trained as Battery schoolmasters and gained second-class 
certificates. In the 66th Regiment, the class was carried on from 
December 1875 until the 20th May 1876, and from the 12th June until 
the llth October 1876. During the former period, 42 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men received special teaching, and 41 during the 
latter. 'The result was that 15 certificates of the second class, 12 of the 
third class, and 23 of the fourth class were awarded. 

5. In Appendix I. I have shown the number of certificates gained 
during the year, and the total number now in possession. The former 
amount to 974 and the latter to 4,579. ‘The number of candidates who 
succeeded in obtaining the certificate they sat for is very much greater 
than was the case in 1875, and shows that more pains have been taken 
to eliminate those who seemed unlikely to pass. The per-centage is

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Towards the end of 1876 your instructions regarding the duty of 
schoolmasters in testing candidates for certificates, and keeping back* 
those who-would. obyiously fail, were incorporated in a general order; 
so.I trust that. during the current. year still more favourable results will 
be obtained. 

6, I am glad to be able to record better things also of the Hindustani 
classes. During the year there have been the names of 157 men on the 
rolls, half of whom have been regularly under instruction. The com- 
piler of the School Regulations for India appears to have supposed that 
soldiers of the cavalry and infantry would go in goodly numbers to 
these classes, and so laid down in the case of the Artillery alone, that 
no Moonshee. could be allowed when less than 10 men were under 
regular instruction. As a matter, of fact, however, the proviso is as 
much needed in the other. banches of the service; where in only three 
cases didt he number on the books reach 10, whilst the average -atten- 
dance was mostly under four. However, during 1876, 19 non-com- 
missioned. officers and. 56 men passed the lower test, and three men the 
higher one, which is an advance on the previous year of 34, 

7. Nineteen lectures have been delivered during the year, as recorded 
in Appendix _II:— This is a small number, but a working. day of 63 
hours. leaves little time and probably still less inclination for the pre- 
paration of lectures.

’ This branch of the school is in most corps in good order. That of 
the 3rd Hussars, 2/15th Foot and 2/7th Foot, I can especially commend. 
Drill and gymnastics are much more generally taught, and with the 
best results. The boys of the 6th Brigade, Royal Artillery at Bombay, 
have the additional advantage of sea bathing, and many of them can - 
swim very well. 

9. You are aware of the changes that have taken place amongst the 
masters and mistresses. With three exceptions all have done their 
duty right well during the year and deserve much commendation. The 
Artillery school at Aden has at last obtained a master and mistress, 
Schoolmaster Treacy and his wife. If the former keeps up the repu- 
tation so deservedly acquired in the 49th Foot his new school will soon 
be in good order. 

10. I would continue to plead for trained men for detached batteries 
of Royal Artillery, whose position is very trying in the matter of edu- 
cation at present, it seems to be considered that the Battery bears the 
same relation to the brigade that a company of infantry does to the 
regiment, and its school is allowed no greater privileges than are 
accorded to an infantry detachment. Whereas the battery is to all 
intents and purposes an independent unit. oe 

I have much pleasure in reporting that my sub-inspectors 
continue to give me much satisfaction and understand their work 
thoroughly. ;

Sir, Mhow, 9th February 1877. 


T Ave the honour to forward my Annual Report for 1876. 


2. I only returned two days ago from a three months’ tour in my 
district, and have therefore been unable to submit it earlier. 


3. Shortly after sending in my last report I went to Sind and in- 
spected the schools in that brigade, and was subsequently transferred 
to Mhow. 


4. Since my arrival here in March last I have frequently visited the 
local schools, besides holding the usual half-yearly inspections and 
examinations. Im most of the other schools, too, examinations for 
certificates have taken place twice, either under my own superintendence 
or that of an officer belonging to the corps or battery. 


5. During my recent tour I inspected every British army school in 
my district, save the detachment ones at Asirgarh and Indore. 


6. The appended returns are made up to 3lst December last. 


7. The average daily attendance of the adults was 103 per cent. 
greater than in 1875, and the number on the books was 1,134 against 
1,051 in that year. 


8. The number of candidates for certificates was, however, 249 less 
than in the previous year, while the per-centage of successful men was 
about 13 higher. -This may be accounted for by the fact that fewer 
unqualified men were presented for examination, though the number 
of failures show that still greater care should be taken when selecting 
the candidates; only five men sat for first-class certificates, and three 
of these were school assistants. 

Forty-six more second-class and 30 fewer third-class certificates were 
awarded than in 1875, while the partial failures were only 28 instead 
of 132. Most of the candidates for second and thirdeclass certificates 
having been in possession of lower ones. ‘There were 218 fourth-class 
candidates, of whom about 60 per cent. passed, which is almost exactly 
the per-centage that succeeded last year. 


9. These results show what I have always suspected,—that the 
master’s attendance is given chiefly to the higher classes in the 
school. 


10. There are still a great many uncertificated men on the books ot 
the several schools; and other men are still joining from home, many 
of whom can neither read, write, nor cipher. Within the last month 
I had opportunities of seeing several men, both at Nasirabad and 
Nimach, who had just joined, and very few of them were qualified to 
obtain even a fourth-class_certificate.. It will be necessary, therefore, 
for the schoolmasters to pay more attention to the lower classes, and I 
recommend that im those schools where the men only attend for one 
or one anda half hours four times a week the lower classes should be 
compelled to attend daily, except on Thursdays, for at least two hours, 
and when practicable, should be taught at different hours to the rest; 


There would then be more teachers available for their instruction, and aC 


the master himself could look after them better. ‘ 

11. The commanding officer of the 83rd Regiment, in order to 
encourage his men to attend school, and to take pains while there, gives 
money prizes of from one to five rupees to all successful candidates. 
The average number of men on the books of this school last year was 
296, and the number of certificates awarded was 110, or more than one- 
fourth of the whole obtained in the district. 


12. Special classes have been formed in B/4 R.A., 68th L.I., 83rd, 
and 108th Regiments. . The results were satisfactory. 


13. The attendance of the children has been regular, except during 
the months immediately succeeding the rains, when sickness was 
prevalent. 

14, The attainments of the grown children in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic are generally satisfactory; but save a few of the eldest in 
each school they have only a very elementary knowledge of the other 
subjects. that are usually taught. -I consider the children of the 
3rd Hussars to have done the best, and to have been the most carefully 
instructed ; though the boy who obtained the highest marks inthe 
ordinary subjects was Harry Best, an intelligent lad of 13, belonging 
to.B/4 R.A., who attended the 83rd Regiment school at Deesa. 


15. Marching drill and extension motions are taught generally to 
boys and girls in nearly all the schools, and gymnastics to the boys of 

the 3rd Hussars. 

16. The children of the B/4 R.A. were, through the kindness of their 
commanding officer, who provided a conveyance for them, sent to be 
taught in the school of the 83rd Regiment, and had thus the benefit of 
receiving instruction from trained teachers. 4 

17. The infant schools, where there are army school mistresses, are 
in very good order, with the exception of the head-quarter school of the 
4th Brigade, R.A., at Ahmedabad. 

18. In the battery and other schools where there are no ‘trained 
mistresses very little is done beyond teaching the infants to read, 
write, and count a little, and occasionally to repeat a hymn. No 
gallery lessons are given, and the discipline is almost always very poor. 
These remarks do not apply to the school of the 2/17th Regiment, which 
I have not yet seen, the commanding officer, in his report, stating that 
the acting mistress has carried on the schoo] for some time very well. 


19. The needlework of the children is generally, and that of the 83rd 
particularly, good. In some of the schools the younger boys, as well 
as the girls, are taught to sew; one boy of the 3rd Hussars learns 
saddlery. 

20. The religious instruction has been mostly conducted according 
to the system laid down in the school regulations, and all the teachers 
appear anxious to assist the chaplains in imparting it. In, I believe, 
all the stations there are Sunday schools which the children attend. 


21. In Appendix A. will be found a list of the masters and mistresses, 
with the changes that have occurred during the year. There have been 
no unfavourable reports received. All are said to be well conducted, 
and all, 1 am of opinion, do their duties conscientiously, though one 
or two, as pointed out in my inspection reports, are not qualified for 
their posts. Of the trained masters, I can especially commend those 
of the 83rd, 3rd Hussars, and 108th Regiment, and I beg most strongly 


madris sh. ve > - 
to recommend for promotion Schoolmistress Phillips, of the former 
corps, in which she has worked satisfactorily for 15 years. 

22. The Head Quarters, 4th Brigade, R.A., is without a trained 
master, so that it is impossible for the officer commanding to have men 
trained to act as battery schoolmasters. The officer commanding 
B/4 R.A. applied for and received permission for one of his men to 
attend the school of the 83rd Regiment for some months. The man 
is now in charge of the Battery School, which he conducts very fairly. 
I think it would be a good plan if all officers commanding batteries 
at those stations where there are regiments having trained school- 
masters would do likewise. 


23. A greater number of men attended the Hindustani classes, and 
their attendance was more regular than in the previous year, con- 
sequently three times as many passed the lower standard examination. 
Only one man passed the higher standard, Bombardier Barnes, who, 
in the absence of a trained master, conducted the Royal Artillery school 
at this station satisfactorily. 


24. The schools in this district are mostly held in portions of 
barrack-rooms, and in some places the infants are taught in one of the 
married quarters. A  school-house, with quarters for master and 
mistress, has been built at Ahmedabad since last report.

In the trained teaching staff the following changes have 
taken place,—(1.) Schoolmaster McKay, 2/15th Regiment, has been 
dismissed the service by sentence of court-martial. (2.) Schoolmaster 
and Mrs. Treacy have joined the Royal Artillery, Aden, from England. 
(3.) Schoolmaster Yaxley has been transferred from the 108th Regi- 
ment to the 66th Regiment, vice schoolmaster Dorman sent to the 
Royal Artillery, Mhow. (4.) Schoolmaster Armstrong has joined the 
2/l15th Regiment from England, vice McKay, and Mrs. Smith, formerly 
Dart, has been removed from the 9th Brigade, R.A., to the Royal ~ 
Artillery at Mhow. With four exceptions, the conduct and ability of 
the masters, mistresses, and assistants have received the approbation 
of their several commanding officers, and I have much pleasure in 
adding my testimony to the efficient service, they, as a body, continue 
to render. 4 

4, Appendix B. gives the results of the examinations held for cer- 
tificates of education. During the past two years the following numbers 
competed and succeeded, viz. :—— 


Competed. Succeeded. 
In 1875 - n 927 - 848 
In 1876 - : 773 - 433 


A comparison of these numbers shows that, whilst in 1876 a smaller 
number competed, a larger number succeeded than in the previous 
year,—also that the per-centage of successful candidates which reached 
only 37 in 1875, rose in 1876 to 56. I consider these results highly 
satisfactory, proofs indeed of hard work done in the schools and of. 
substantial progress realized. It is worthy of notice, too, that the 
competitions for 2nd-class. certificates exceed in number those for 3rd, 
and that, whilst only 126 of the latter class were obtained, 163 of the 
former were awarded. When the relative difficulty of the two classes 
of certificates is taken into consideration, these facts seem to indicate 
that some decided stimulus has been given of late to the desire of the 
soldier for improyement. I have also been much struck with the neat- 
ness and care which, as a general rule, have been bestowed by the men. 
on their examination papers, as compared with their efforts in former 
_ years. +

The per-centage of successful candidates for certificates in 
this school is the highest in the district. 


9rH BricapE, R.A. 


The infant and industrial schools of the 9th, which had suffered 
chiefly, I think, through changes of mistresses and assistants, were 
beginning to improve under the energetic management of Mrs. Smith ; 
her removal, however, which was: rendered necessary in consequence of 
a serious breach of discipline on her part will, I fear, again throw them 
back. It is to be hoped that the services of a thoroughly efficient 
mistress will soon again be available. 


Roya ARTILLERY, ADEN. 


The absence of trained teachers has reduced these schools to a very 
unsatisfactory condition. Mr. and Mrs. Treacy have, however, been 
recently appointed from England, and improvement in every way is 
confidently anticipated. Appropriate buildings are urgently required 
at Steamer Point. 


F/9tu Royau ARTILLERY. 


In consequence of the backward state of this school I would strongly 
fecommend that a teacher, who has been trained at least six months 
under Mr. Farrell at the head-quarters of the brigade, Kirkee, should 
peer to this battery for the purpose of taking charge of the 
school. 


SAPPERS AND MINERS, KIRKEE. 


This school comes second in the district as regards its per-centage 
of successful candidates for certificates. 


2/15tH ReciMENnT. 


Nothing could be more satisfactory than the state of the schools of 
this regiment at the time of my two inspections. They had the largest 
number in the district of adults in daily attendance, and also of can- 
didates for certificates who were successful. Serjeant Kirkwell was the 
acting master during the greater part of the year. To him, therefore, 
and his assistants great praise is due. The infant and sewing schools

3. I agree with Colonel Grove that perhaps’ there is too much book- 

work for the children, and I intend to see what can be done by com- 

*manding officers towards giving them more games, athletic iiss and 
such-like amusements. 


4, As regards the remarks in para.-18 of this report, there is much 

truth in what Colonel Grove says, but it must be borne in mind that 

~ commanding officers always desire to have their intelligent non-com- 

missioned officers in the ranks and with their batteries, and also that 

; these men themselves look forward to promotion outside the schools. 

: _ Any modifications, however, in the regulations that would tend to 

% obviate frequent changes in the teachers would, I am certain, prove very 

advantageous.

Secunderabad. - After the arrival of the last mamed officer, arrangements 
will be made for a half-yearly inspection of each school in the two 
districts. These frequent inspections are greatly needed, and will, I 
believe, do much dood and I see no reason at present why they should 
not be managed, oe : 

3. On referring to Appendix D. it will be seen that the average num- 
ber of pupils on the school roll was 2,312 adults, 1,096 grown children, 
1,076 infants; and that on the whole the average daily attendance was 
satisfactory. In some few corps the old custom of opening the school 
for adults on only four days in the week has not yet passed away, but 
during the past year there has been a very general increase in the num- 
ber of teaching hours in all the schools. On four or five days per week 
there has been an average daily attendance of 48°4 per cent. of the total 
strength of adults on the school roll. No school for adults was open 
for less than one hour each time, the majority of them were open for 
two or three hours daily, and in some schools there wete two sittings, 
one for non-commissioned officers, and the other for the men. On 
referring to previous annual statistics, I find that from the year 1870 to 
1872 there was a gradual rise in the strength of our adult schools, but 
that on the other hand there has been a gradual decrease during the past 
two years, until the present strength is but 254 less than what it stood 
at in 1870. This is only what we had a right to look for; and we may 
expect to find, as the results of compulsory education at home and in 
Be army, an annual lowering of the strength of our school rollin 

ndia. : ; 

4, Although a more regular attendance of non-commissioned officers 
and duty men is desirable, much improvement in this respect may not 
be looked for I fear. During the last few years there has been some 
change for the better, as commanding officers take precautions that the 
orders on the subject are not evaded; nevertheless, there are marked 
exceptional instances where the number of attendances made at school 
is so great as to justify the belief that where such men haye the will 
they can also find the way for putting in frequent attendances, duty 
notwithstanding. 

5. During the year under report 904 candidates were’ examined by 
this department or by regimental committees, to whom 598 Ist, 2nd, 
and 8rd, and 131 4th-class certificates were awarded by me. Irrespec- 
tively of these, 250 4th-class certificates were awarded by the sub- 
inspector. Owing to the circumstance of many papers worked in the 
months of November and December not reaching me until after the 
close of the year, I think the more correct method of arriving at a just 
comparison of results is to take two years’ work together, as I have done 
below. By this test, the 44th Regiment takes the highest place, as it 
did last year. For more detailed information regarding the results of 
examinations held in different corps I beg to refer you'to Appendix A.

To determine how many men were examined in the early part of the 
year for 4th-class certificates, under the late system of regimental 
committees, sufficient data are not available; but from a comparison of 
such returns of “certificates in possession” (W.O. Form 29) as have 
been sent me with the statistics in my office, the number of certificates 
so awarded by commanding officers must have been about 200., Not- 
withstanding the general order on the subject, from several corps that 
return has not been received. From the fact of so many schools haying 
been left in charge of acting masters by the numerous invalidings to 
England or Wellington Depét of trained masters, it may be safely 
inferred that the standard of education deteriorated, and that conse- 
quently fewer certificates than usual were obtained. 

It is not. uncommon for men who can work in the highest rules of 
arithmetic to lose marks through their defective acquaintance with the 
tables of weights and measures. .Men cannot be treated as children and 
compelled to master details that seem to them to be so uninteresting. 

Itisalso probable that the number of candidates for Ist-class certificates 
may have been affected by the change made in our scale of require- 
ments. Formerly, a general acquaintance with two extra subjects was 
all that was expected from such men; but now, although only one 
subject is demanded, a much more exact, thorough, and useful know- 
ledge is insisted on; and for this close test some men who could have 
passed successfully under the old system may not have been prepared. . 


6. Appendix A. does not quite fully represent all the work that was 
done in the shape of certificates; for under the head of 2nd-class certi- 
ficates are included “ Brigade Ist-class certificates,’ embracing all the 
requirement for a Ist class army certificate, but the extra subject, 
corporals of the Royal Artillery, prior to promotion to sergeant, axe 
required to hold a certificate of this description. 


7. Special classes were maintained as exhibited below; but their 
character was not, in the majority of instances, what was formerly con- 
templated by that term.

8. The strength of Hindustani classes is, as a rule, very small; 


and this is especially noticeable in corps whose stay in India is drawing 
to a close. Nevertheless, 4 men passed. the higher standard test. and 
79. the lower. 

9. In a few regiments certificates were awarded to the elder boys at 
the request of the commanding officers. 

10. Credit lists have been prepared and supplied to each school. These 
were suspended to the wall of school-rooms, where they can be seen by 
the children and their parents, and by commanding officers. They are 
also useful in enabling me to ascertain at a glance the present attain- 
ments, as well as the progressmade by individual pupils, in each subject. 
Viva voce examinations continue to afford more satisfactory results than 
those conducted on paper do. This’ is attributable partly to the insuffi- 
cient: allowance cf writing paper (regarding which I have made a special 
representation to the authorities), and partly to the failure of masters 
to accustom the children ‘to examination on paper, and to exercise them 
in recording their thoughts on slates or paper. 

Sufficient importance is not attached to mental arithmetic, rapid cal- 
culation, and solutions of easy problems on slates; and even if masters 
did appreciate their value, it would be, difficult to train or meet with 
soldier assistants capable of using a system of teaching that demands so 
much quickness and knowledge in the teacher... Excessive slowness in 
answering questions orally and insworking arithmetical. examples on 
slates or papers.is to be found in nearly all. our schools. 

11.. Singing does not.receive that degree of attention it used to have. 
As marks are not given, it would appear:as if some masters had, for 
that reason, neglected. of late to.give instructions in that most delightful 
and humanizing art. 9) <>: seh ats 

12. Drill, under the superintendence: of ‘the master, has ‘been intro- 
duced everywhere during the past year as a’ recognised part of the course 
of instruction, and I feel confident as to its being productive of bene- 
ficial results. With but few exceptions, girls as well as boys are taught 
to march, and the extension motions, with a view to the improvement of 
their carriage and walk. 

13. As it does not appear how effect can be given in this country to 
the suggestion of the Royal Commission to establish industrial institu- 
tions for regimental children, I have occasionally asked commanding 
officers to permit some of the elder boys to: be employed in the regimental 
workshops, where they could obtain some acquaintance with a trade and 
accustom themselves to-the use of tools 5a very desirable object in this 
country where children are prone to despise every description of labour 
and handicraft; and to look to quill-driving as the most suitable means 
of livelihood, What is to become of the country-born boys and girls 
educated in our schools is a problem that:is becoming difficult to solve. 
Some of the lads enlist as soldiers, or get employment in the telegraph, 
railway, medical, and public works departments, but all cannot be so 
provided for; and it is an unfortunate fact that such children look on 
domestic employment and out-door labour’as menial and’ degrading. 
Bearing this in mind, and the enervating character of the ‘climate in 
which they live, am sometimes) disposed to think that we have too 
much bookwork, that. our-style ‘of teaching is not sufficiently lively 
and attractive, and thatssomething might be done ‘towards mitigating 
these disadvantages by the introduction of games and athletic exercises, 


Bos: 


Immediately adjacent to each school space is; available as a play-ground, 
but the children are not often seen at play. In two or three instances, 
commanding officers have kindly acceeded to my-wishes by erecting at 
their own expense a few inexpensive appliances for gymnastic exercises, 
which the children are glad to use. 

14. Except at Christmas time, when school treats are almost inva- 
riably given the children by the officers and ladies, and the work of the 
sewing class is distributed, the magic lanterns are now seldom, if ever, 
used, and I hear of no lectures being given. ‘Theatricals, with occa- 
sional concerts and readings, are the amusements which seem most to 
commend themselves to the taste of soldiers. 

15. Iam now able to report that religious instruction is regularly 
given, both by the Protestant chaplains and Roman Catholic priests, 
once a week, and in some cases twice. Instances of chaplains taking 
the direction of the master’s daily religious teaching are also to be met 
with. Iam not prepared to speak with much confidence on the point, 
but I feel disposed to think that,too much attention is given to 
catechisms which are, to my mind, beyond the comprehension of the 
majority of our children. The religious instruction of the (Protestant) 
infants is left entirely to the schoolmistress. 

16. The infant boys, as well as the infant and grown girls, now attend 
the sewing class. This is an important advance in the right direction. 
Increased attention is given to cutting out clothes, and the school- 
mistresses are required to instruct all the elder girls in this (to them) 
most necessary branch of knowledge. ; 

17. The many changes that have occurred in the last two years 
among the schoolmasters have been trying, and must have told inju- 
riously on our schools. Some of these men were deficient in stamina, 
and incapable of working in a trying climate which varies, not only in 
all the presidencies, but in different quarters of each presidency. On 
the other hand, the locally trained masters, who were some years in 
India before joining this department, have been able to keep their health 
and to remain at their posts; while in educational attainments they 
are, in my opinion, not inferior to those trained at Chelsea College. 

I have been given to understand that the several existing vacancies 
among the trained masters will be filled up during the present trooping 
season. I desire here to record the very efficient manner in which 
Sergeant C. Johnson of the 44th Regiment has performed the duty of 
acting ‘schoolmaster from the time that Mr, Brown’s health failed 
him. 

18. Although there has been, I have reason to think, decided improyve- 
ment in the standard of attainments of our soldier assistants, it is not 
too much to say that a good teaching staff under head masters is still a 
desideratum. There is a feeling among this class—more particularly 
so, perhaps, in the Royal Artillery—that they will be lost sight of, and 
lose their promotion by remaining too long away from their military 
duties. Some officers question the existence and the justness of this 


feeling ; and their view may bé the correct one, so far as their own. 


particular corps is concerned. Nevertheless it does exist, and makes 
the men discontented with their position which they resign on some 
trifling provocation or excuse. Thus the masters lose their most 
experienced teachers, and their arrangements are upset by the8e frequent 
changes, which act detrimentally on the organization of the schools and 
on the progress’ of the pupils. Indeed it may be confidently asserted 


which tend to ‘develop energy of mind as‘well as physical strength, 


that just when an assistant has become most useful he is promoted out

also to permit the promotion of such men to go on irrespectively of their at 
position on the school staff. This suggestion has generally met with 
approbation, but some officers consider that a man who remains any 
length of time in the school must necessarily forget his duty as a soldier, 
and cannot, therefore, expect to receive promotion, more especially since 
the number of non-commissioned officers is now-a-days barely sufficient 
for the amount of work to be done. In the Royal Artillery it is con- 
sidered that the proper place for a non-commissioned officer is with his 
battery. To meet this admitted difficulty, it has been urged by more 
than one commanding officer that the senior assistant should always 
have the rank and pay of sergeant, and that this rank should be in 
addition, or supernumerary, to the number of sergeants fixed for each 
corps. 

19. The reports of the conduct of the schoolmasters during the past 

ear were not altogether satisfactory. In the early part. of the year 
Me. Lacey was tried by court-martial for drunkenness, and pardoned by 
the Commander-in-Chief ; inthe autumn he was again tried for the same 
offence, and dismissed the service. Mr. Leckey, after repeated warnings, 
was removed from the service for irregular habits and neglect of duty. 
Two others, who were invalided to England, were found to have kept 
their records so negligently, and to have handed over charge so 
improperly, that their successors found it a difficult task to get things 
into order, and commanding officers found it necessary to express the 
annoyance they felt at such neglect of duty. I avail myself of this 
opportunity to observe that the “ Revised”? Regulations leave the 
recommendation of schoolmasters’ increase of pay and their re-engage- 
ment entirely with commanding officers, whose remarks, often in curt 
and genera] terms, are entered on the back of the monthly school reports 
sent to the Director-General ; while no provision has been made for the 
head of the department being kept informed by inspecting officers 
of their merits and efficiency. In my opinion some modification in this 
direction is needed. i 

20. The conduct of the schoolmistresses has been favourably reported 
on, and their duties have been performed to my satisfaction. They are 
under the impression that while in India their interests are overlooked, 
and their long service does not receive the promotion it merits. I 
cannot recall to memory any instance of promotion during the past seven 
years. An advertisement for trained female teachers, published by me 
about 18 months ago, has attracted several applicants for employment. 
These young women have passed the Ist and 2nd standard tests 
approved by the Director of Public Instruction, and it is hoped that 
during the coming year several will be old enough to be accepted as 
3rd-class army schoolmistresses. _ 

21. The reading and recreation rooms and libraries continue to afford 
ample means of recreation and instruction. A peculiar pride seems to 
be felt by some corps in rendering the appearance of their rooms as 
attractive and comfortable as possible. Her Majesty’s 43rd Regiment 
is still without a library. Were it notfor the stock of old books (private 
property) in possession, that regiment would indeed be badly off in this 


respect.

Sir, 

I wAve the honour to submit my report on the British Army 
Schools of the Madras Command for the year ending 3lst December 
1875, and the usual return exhibiting the results of examination for 
educational certificates held during that period. 

There were 1,245 candidates for Ist, 2nd, and 3rd-class certificates 
(against 904 in 1874), to whom 805 Certificates were awarded. If the 
Ath-class certificates (153 in number), be excluded, it appears that of those 
1,245 candidates 53 per cent. were successful—of whom ali, however, 
did not in every instance succeed in obtaining the particular class of 
certificates aspired. to. It is worthy of remark that this ratio of the 
successful to the unsuccessful agrees exactly with that of 1872 and 1873. 
In 1874 the ratio was somewhat higher, being 66 per cent. of the number 
of candidates. In addition to these 1,245 candidates for the higher 
ciasses of certificates, the sub-inspectors examined 609 for 4th-class certi- 
ficates, of whom 386 were successful ; these bringing up the total number 
of certificates of all classes granted during the year under review to 1,191. 
This satisfactory increase in the number of certificates awarded in the 
year, as compared with last year, may probably be attributed to the 
systematic manner in which, since Mr, Robinson joined this department, 
both my sub-inspectors have visited every school twice in the year. I 
much regret losing the services of Mr. Robinson, who is, at his own 
request, about to be transferred to the Bengal Presidency. . 

Of 73 candidates for 1st-class certificates only 19 succeded in obtaining 
what they wanted; to some others, however, certificates of a lower 
standard were awarded. The smallness of this number is attributable, 
probably, to the circumstance, that while some of the unsuccessful 
candidates possessed such a general acquaintance with two extra subjects 
as would be sufficient to meet our standard requirements of former years, 
but few had so thorough a knowledge of one subject as we now demand: 
also, to the fact that, except in the case of one or two regiments, the 
possession of a lst-class certificate is not looked upon as necessarily 
carrying with it any title to promotion superior to that of a 2nd-class 
certificate. 

The number of certificates of the higher classes issued during the past 
four years is exhibited below.

The continued falling off in the average number of the adult pupils 
noticed in my last report tends to strengthen my belief therein expressed 
that this is merely the result to be expected from the spread of educa- 
tion in Civil and Military life. Many recruits now-come out from home 
already in possession of a 4th-class certificate received at the depdt to 
which they had been attached, or soon obtain one, and leave'the school. 
The numbers have gone on lessening until they are reduced tothe exact 
strength at: which the'school roll stood in'1870.° On the other: hand, 
there has for some years past. been a gradual but steady increase in the 
number of children, which is shown in the following comparative table.

- 3. Dissatisfaction with the present standard of requirements for a 
4th-class certificate continues to be expressed by some commanding 
officers and all schoolmasters. Itis their opinion that many recruits, 
discharged from school (on obtaining this certificate) just when begin- 
ning to learn something, have merely'a smattering of the subjects the 
were taught, and rapidly forget what they have painfully acquired, _ 
Keniry ge hope that the present ieindard of acquirements may shortly 
e raised. ; 


4, Onvreferring to Appendix. D. it will be seen that. the adult schools 
were open on 4 or 5 days.in each week. (except during the holidays), 
and. that. the average, daily attendance was 51 per cent. of the total 
strength of the school roll; the duration of each such daily attendance 
being from 13 to 2 hours. 


5. Theregularity of attendance reported last year continues to be main-~’ 


tained in our schools of grown children and infants, and any exceptions 
to this rule occur nearly always in the case of garrison children, over 
whom we haye not quite the same degree of control as oyer regimental 
children; the attendance of adults is also satisfactory. The require- 
ments of the order directing the compulsory attendance for 5 hours in 
each week of all recruits not in possession of 4th-class certificates’ is 
generally, but not always, fully met; the attendance of non-commis- 
sioned. officers-is still-somewhat irreguiar-— 


6. The difficulty experienced in finding suitable men to take charge 
of detached Battery Schools, or to act during the absence of trained 
schoolmasters, continues: and_is more marked in the case of Artillery: 
Schools. A man is sometimes selected because he is not a smart soldier. 
Smart men are wanted with their battery. The services of really good 
and educated Non-commissioned officers can seldom be obtained, as, com- 
manding officers of Batteries assert that they are not available, or cannot 
be spared ; and from the fact of a gunner with a 2nd-class certificate being 
almost invariably’ placed in charge—although by the rules of this 
department the acting schcolmaster should (except in very exceptional 
cases), always be a full non-commissioned officer—the value of our 


‘detached schools is seriously impaired. I would venture suggest that, 
instead of the privilege now enjoyed by commanding officers of detach- 
ments of opening a school as a matter of course, the superintendent should 
be'invested with authority to withhold his sanction to its establishment 
‘until the services of an efficient non-commissioned officer shall have been 
detailed. 

Some Artillery commanding officers: experience difficulty im finding 
suitable men possessing a 2nd-class certificate, even for-the situation of 
soldier assistant. It is surprising that, after all the impetus:which has 
been given to the cause of education in the army during the past: few 
years, the supply of educated and otherwise efficient men does not 
appear to keep pace with the demand. 


7. Special classes such* as were formerly understood under: that 
nomenclature no longer exist; but classes which are now called special, 
because some small’indulgence is given to those men who attend them, 
were maintained during the year as follows :—

8. The acquirement of the Hindustani language continues to receive 

a@ measure of attention. Hight non-commissioned officers and -men 

passed the “ Fligher standard ” test, and 63 the “‘ Lower.”’? Schoolmasters 

J. A. Gilbert, 67th Regiment, and J. Rees, 48th Regiment, qualified in the 

former, and Schoolmasters T. Evans, and W.-H. Jupp in the latter. 

_ Love of study, the hope of obtaining a claim to staff employ, or a desire 

to secure the pecuniary reward offered by Government, seem to be the 
general incentives to this branch of study. 


9. lt affords me much pleasure to be able to report that the conduct 
of the schoolmasters and schoolmistresses has, without a single ex- 
ception, been favourably reported on by commanding officers; and that 
all of them have worked zealously and efficiently. ‘Towards the latter 
end of the year the schoolmaster of the Royal Artillery School, Kamptee 
(Mr. Haynes of the Indian list), was pensioned, and J have no available 
man to fill the vacancy thus made. 


10, Drill (extension motion and marching) for both boys and girls in 
separate classes has been regularly and systematically taught in all our 
scheols, ‘The children seem to like it, and the results have been fairly 
satisfactory. My repeated recommendations to put up some simple 
gymnastic apparatus in each play ground have not as yet been generally 
acted upon. 

The listlessness of all children in this country, and particularly of those 

at certain stations where the climate and circumstances are exceptionally 
trying and depressing, is most surprising; many appear to have no 
backbone, mental or physical, and to Jack all energy and desire for manly 
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. games or any thing demanding continued exertion. Cricket has been 


introduced but never flourished long. It may be said that as a rule 
children in India do not love healthy play, and when let. out of school 
for recreation seldom do more than loungé and hang about the play 
ground. I cannot but believe that a systematic but gentle course of 
gymnastics, properly superintended, would help to develop the mental 
and physical energies of the rising generation, without which they 
cannot be expected to become healthy and useful members of the 
community. 


11. The schools at Palaveram, under the able management of 
Mr. Smith and Mrs. Parker, continue to afford a really sound and good 
education to a large number of girls and boys, the children of the many 
veterans, and pensioners who have settled at that station. 


12. There is a very general feeling among masters that some change 
is needed in our books (Reading, Grammar, Geography, and History). 
They are weary of using the same books for so many successive years, 
and- desire a change both of contents and arrangement. As fully one 
half of the children attending our sehools will pass their lifetime in this 
country, good and recent-works on the Geography and History of India 
might be introduced with much advantage; but the Government of 
India decline to sanction the issue of any book not on the home list. 


_ 13. Iam happy to be able to report that, consequent on the repre- 
sentation made by me on the subject, and alluded to in paragraph 10 
of my last report, the Government have been pleased to sanction the 
issue of an increased and ample supply of stationery for use in our 
schools. 

Only within the last few weeks has the supreme Government sanc- 
tioned the printing and issue of the several War Office Forms required 
by sub-inspectors of this Presidency. The preparation of these forms 
in manuscript has occupied much valuable time which might have been 
better employed. : :

5. The credit lists sent home from time to time will have shown, I 
believe, that the condition of our. schools for grown children and 
‘infants is generally satisfactory ; indeed, I would hope that the 
educational standard attained in some of our schools will compare very 
favourably with those at home. It will not have escaped notice that at 
the Palaveram School (Mr. H. Smith) several children obtained over

over 500; and I look for even higher results in 1877. 


6. When alluding in my last report to the desirability of some 
change being made in the books used by us, I was unaware of the 
introduction into the Army Schools in England of an entirely new 
series of books, but immediately the intelligence reached me, appli- 
cation was made for permission todo the same here. In due course 
the sanction of the Government of India was obtained; the Superin- 
tendent of Stationery will frame revised estimates for these books ; and 
I hope these will arrive from England in time for issue during the 
spring of 1878. 

7. The conduct of the masters and mistresses has, without a single 
exception, been favourably reported on by commanding officers. 


8. During the past year an improved system of education in the 
Native Army has been commenced under my direction, and as it was 
the opinion of the Government that one superintendent could not 
give the necessary amount of inspection to an Army so widely scattered 
as that of Madras, it was resolved that an assistant superintendent 
should be appointed, who should take part in the duty of inspecting 
and superintending both the British and Native Army Schools. 


9. Major Jennings has been nominated as my assistant, and he will 


officiate for me during my approaching absence on two_ years furlough 


to England.

MEMORANDUM showing Resuutts of the InrTRopucTIoN of the 
“ HALF-TIME ”’ System into the Royau Mitirary AsyLuM. 


Srncz the publication of the last report in 1874 a great and radical 
change has been introduced by the adoption of the “ Half-time ” 


system, now so much approved of in industrial schools throughout the 


kingdom. ; 
The advantages presented by this system are two-fold :— 


1. Economy in the cost of education. 
2. More efficient industrial training. 


Under the present system the educational portion of the day is 
divided into two periods of three hours each, one of which is spent in 
school, and the other in the workshops. The boys being also organized 
in two divisions, A. and B., which are employed alternately, forenoon 
and afternoon, in mental and physical work, thus relieving mind and 
body by turns. Formerly the entire school was employed at one time, 
either in school or at trades, and thus one-half of the staff was com- 
paratively idle, while the other portion was overworked. Now, -only 
half of the boys being employed at the same time in school or at 
trades, it will be apparent that not alone will a smaller number of 
teachers suffice, but more attention can be paid to individual training. 

Coincident with the introduction of the half-time system, and in 
some measure connected with it, the employment of the boys in 
ordinary house work was also introducéd, whereby it was found 
practicable to discharge a considerable number of the. female staff 


who had previously been employed in cleaning the rooms, attendance — 


at meals, mending clothes, &c. 
In carrying out the changes referred to, the following reductions 
have been made in our staff :— 


1 Master. 3° Needlewomen. 
3 Pupil-teachers. 1 Pioneer, and 
12 Nurses. 1 Assistant cook.

‘The half-time system has also 
enabled us to undertake the entire manufacture of the clothing in our 


»wn workshops, by which the cost of it is considerably diminished, 
the boys are better dressed than formerly, and their industrial training 
m the various trades is carried to a much higher point than formerly, 
Every article worn, except the braces, is now made up by the boys 
themselves. 

The returns which accompany this memorandum are unfortunately 
very imperfect this year, as, from their having been made up earlier 
eo usual, information has not yet been received regarding 473 
oys. :

They receive instruction from the four master 
on four evenings of the week; each master taking them for one evening 
and giving instruction in particular branches of study. And they hav 
lessons to prepare out-of study besides. 

I understand that they almost always become candidates for admissio1 
to the Normal School at Chelsea; and usually with success, At th 
last examination I believe the highest place was taken by one of them.

' Ibis a peculiarity of this school that singing is not taught, although it 
so commonly enters into the instruction given in schools of the same 
class. It was taught at one time, and [ believe with very marked 
success and with much benefit to the institution—inasmuch as- the 
monitors and pupils used to have concerts periodically. These afforded 
innocent amusement in the necessary rehearsals and preparation, and 
so kept many persons from seeking amusement, possibly of a doubtful 
character, in the town. And they were socially advantageous to the 
inmates of an insolated establishment like this.. No doubt-there is a limit 
to the number of subjects which can betaught. But it is found quite 
practicable to teach music in most schools of the same class as this ; and 
I think it should again be taught here. 

Drawing is taught twice a week in the two highest divisions, and once 
a week in the 3rd division, by Mr. Hoskins, the second master. The 
amount of instruction given weekly m the Ist and 2nd divisions occupies 
rather more than two hours on an average, and the results appear to me 
to be yery creditable. The advance made since my visit to the school in 
1872 is most marked. Indeed at that time I thought the results hardly 
justified the expenditure of time and labour at which they were obtained. 
But since then the time which used ‘tobe devoted to singing ‘has been’ 
given to drawing in the highest divisions; and‘to this Mr. Hoskins 
attributes the great improvements. In advocating the restoration of 
singing to the course of instruction therefore I do not mean to propose 
that the time allowed for drawing should be materially reduced. 

Telegraphy is taught by the fourth master Mr. Dowling. ‘The boys 
under instruction belong to the first and second classes of the Ist divi- 
sion exclusively, I saw the list of marks awarded by the examiner (a 
geceemae from the Post Office), at midsummer, and they were’ very 

gh. 

Tailoring and Carpentry are taught by the. sergeant tailor, and the 
instructor of handicrafts respectively. Shoemending and the rudiments 
of shoemaking are practised under the direction of the contractors’ fore- 
men; the shoes being supplied and repaired by contract. Boys 
employed at these trades must be above ten years of age, and not in the 
Ath division of the school. And no boy is allowed to work for more than 
an hour and a half in one day in the tailor’s or shoemaker’s shop. 

Instrumental music is taught by a band sergeant; and there is a 
drum-major to teach the drum, fife, bugle, and trumpet,

I saw some very good work in the carpenter’s shop which had be 
executed by boys. But the number of carpenters is very small, and 
show of work was proportionably limited. een 
‘There is a classof 39 boysreceiving instructionin gun drill, knotting 
and splicing, the nature and use of the various kinds of ammunition in 
the service, the application of the mechanical powers, and use of the gyn 
and sheers (from models), the weight, size, and strength of rope, and 
other essentially practical subjects connected with Artillery. ‘This in- 
struction is given by one of the sergeants of the institution, formerly in — 


Le 


the Royal Artillery. The boys answered numerous questions very 


readily in my presence; and I find from the reports of Artillery Officers 
who examine the class every year that the boys have invariably acquitted 
themselves satisfactorily. ; 

The boys of the 1st division and of the first class of the 2nd division 


are instructed in gymnastics: by the same sergeant that instructs in _ 


gunnery. The exercises were well-performed in my presence by the 


entire squad. And the agility displayed’ by certain individuals of it was — 


astonishing, and of a very amusing character. No special articles of 


dress are supplied for gymnastic practice; nor are they considered 


necessary by the Commandant or the instructor. 

The same sergeant teaches swimming also, and with admirable 
results, to the same classes that are taught gymnastics. Bathing, how- 
ever, is practised habitually by all the boys of the institution; and I am 


informed that in effect almost every boy learns to swim before he leaves 


the institution. The number under systematic instruction in the art at 
the time of my inspection was 73. 
Perhaps it is hardly necessary to say that the boys are carefully drilled. 
Their individual learning is excellent. a 
The dormitories are lofty and well ventilated, but the number of 


occupants of each room is large. I had no opportunity of visiting them 


at night, though I am-sure that I had only to mention it to the 
Commandant to get permission to do so. And I am sorry that circum- 
stances prevented my doing it. On the two occasions on which I visited 
them by day they were perfectly fresh and sweet. The bedding was 


e 


clean. And both the rooms and the passages and stairsleading to them 


were clean. 


Four boys were in the hospital when I visited it. One of these was zs 


convalescent, after having been laid up with a broken leg. The three 
others were suffering from ailments of a trifling character, and were not 
expected to be in hospital for more than a day or two. The hospital 
was scrupulously clean. Indeed the admirable condition of every part 
of the institution in this respect struck me very much.- And this too, 
notwithstanding that it was to some extent in disorder by reason of the 
painters being in possession of the dining hall. I may observe that, by 
the kindness of the Commandant, I made a very minute inspection of the 
premises with a view of satisfying myself upon this head. i 
The general health ofthe school is reported to be very good, and 
the average number of admissions to the hospital is small; although 
there have been particular seasons in which epidemic disease has prevailed’ 
among the community generally, then this institution has not escaped 
its share of sickness. The robust appearance of the boys speaks very 
favourably of their management and their condition. And yet there is — 
one drawback from this in the great amount of “ sore head” that prevails — 
that continually forces itself upon one’s notice. It does not, however, 
appear to affect the general health of the patients in any appreciable 
degree. ‘For those boys who suffer from it seem to be as robust and as 
lively as those who are free from it. It has already I believe existed to a 
yery considerable extent in this institution in spite of unceasing efforts to 


} 


eradicate it. And although these have not so far proved successful, it 
is the opinion of persons well qualified to judge that the affection has 
assumed a much milder-character than formerly belonged to it. 

The boys have three meals a day. The food appears to be of good 
quality and abundant in quantity. ; 

The Phoenix Park, in which the school stands, affords an unrivalled 
playground in fine weather. And the boys have the use of a large day- 
room to play in when the weather is wet. Thereis a shed on the parade 
ground which is about to be enlarged (as recommended by the Royal 
Commission on Military Education in 1870), so as to afford sufficient 
shelter in cold and showery weather for play and gymnastics. 

There is a library of 2,000 volumes, and a comfortable reading room 
supplied with newspapers and periodicals for the use of monitors and of 
boys belonging to the Ist division and to the first class of the 2nd divi- 
sion. ‘The monitors are-allowed to take out books.. The boys are not 
permitted to do so. But they can have the use of them in the reading 
room during several hours every day. 

Good conduct badges are granted to deserving boys, and the possession 
of them carries with it an allowance of pocket money, and certain 
privileges as to leave, which are much valued. Boy sergeants and cor- 
porals, and boys employed in the tradesmen’s shops, receive certain small 
allowances of pocket money also, with the exception of the shoemakers. 

- Great pains are taken to foster in the pupils a spirit of pride in the 
institution. A list of the names of all who have honourably distin- 
guished themselves after leaving it is hung up in the reacing room; and 
one very interesting memorial of a front pupil at once exemplifies the 
spirit thus cultivated and operates powerfully (it cannot be doubted) to 
maintain and strengthen it. 

On leaving the school he enlisted in the 28th Regiment, and soon 
became the sergeant major of it. But he was invalided from the service ; 
and before he had reached the age of thirty he died. He was greatly 
respected in his corps, and the non-commissioned officers of it presented 
him with a silver gilt goblet bearing a very complimentary inscription. 
It was well known that he entertained the most grateful recollection of 
the Royal Hibernian Military School, and was accustomed to attribute 
_ his success in life to the training which he had received in it; and at his 
death he left 10/. by will to purchase prizes for the most deserving boys 
then in it, as far as that sum would go. The goblet reverted to the 
sergeants of his old regiment; and they very handsomely presented it 
to the institution, in which their corarade had been brought up, and which 
he loved so well. And it now occupies a place of honour in the reading 
- room, in which a card or plate (I am not quite sure which) records the 
circumstances here related. 

The discipline of the school appears to be very strict without being 
very severe. No breach of regulation, and no offence against morals, is 
allowed to pass unreproved. But in most cases a reprimand is found 
to be sufficient check to offences. More severe measures, however, are 
occasionally resorted to. And for particular kinds of offences corporal 
punishment is not held to be an unsuitable chastisement for hardy boys 
of less than 14 years of age. It is, however, administered only by order 
of the Commandant, and in his presence, or that of his representative. 
I found no record in the defaulter’s book of a more severe caning than 
- five strokes on the trousered breech. Birching is occasionally resorted 
to. But only in very grave cases indeed. The whole subject is reported 
upon in the Appendix to the report of the Royal Commission on 
Military Education, (1870).

The day-room is not large enough, and is not sufficiently. lighted. : 


The Commandant drew the attention of the Royal Commission (1870) 
to this, and something has been done, I am. told, to improve the room 
since the Commission reported, And I understand that a further 
improvement is in contemplation, when circumstances may admit of its 
being effected. But, in the meantime, the day-room as it now exists is 
used during school hours asa class-room. And for this purpose it is 
extremly ill adapted. If some portions of it could be screened off for the 
use of the classes, a certain degree of improvement would be achieved. 
But I am not sure that this could be done without unduly interfering 
with the primary purposes for which the room. exists, that is with its 
use as a day room for the boys. It is certain that suitable class-rooms, 
or at least a better substitute for them than that now available, are very 
much required, and I submit the subject for your consideration. 
The distance of the school-rooms.of thie, 1st division from the others is 
disadvantageous, in--view of the Head Masters responsibility for the 
proper ordering and instructing of the junior classes. Andif the oppor- 
tunity of redistributing the accommodation should some day present 
itself, this should not be lost sight of. ; unis 
’ The staff of monitors is considered’ by all. the masters to be too small. 
The average strength of the classes is rather more than 25 when’ the 
establishment of monitors and of pupils iscomplete. My own opinion is. 
that it ought not toe be more than 20 at the utmost. For then the 
masters would have to instruct classes of nearly 40 boys, in order to keep 
down the average of the monitors’ classes to 14, which is about the 
proper strength for. such classes. It may be answered, with much force 
that the results of the teaching now given are very good, and therefore 
that the teaching itself cannot be very. defective. -And no doubt’ this 
is true. But itis alleged that the results would be still better if the staff 
of teachers were larger; and that an undue amount of labour is thrown 


upon the masters by arrangements which compel them to teach excessively 


large classes in order to prevent the younger monitors from being over- 
whelmed with numbers beyond their powers of instruction; whilst the

supervision of the monitors, by the masters of the respective divisions — 


to which they are attached, is for. the same reasons less complete than if 
ought to be. Iam of opinion that there is much reason in all this: 
and with regard more particularly to the. better results, which might be 
expected if the teachers were more numerous, itis probable that the want 
of assistance operating in the manner that I have described had much to 
do with the necessity under which the Head Master found himself of 


~ dropping three important subjects from the course of instruction: this 


year. As, however, it is found difficult to maintain the present establish- 
ment of monitors without. taking lads from schools outside, and as this / 


has been found in practice to bein many ways objectionable, it is not 
so easy to suggest a remedy for the evil complained of as it is to 
recognize the existence of it... No doubt if a fifth master were allowed 
the effect upon the school would very soon be seen. . But failing this, I 
submit that. the Commandant should be empowered to employ more, boys 
as monitors whenever he can find them properly qualified within the 
institution. ice 

The admission of boys so late as eleven and twelve years of age has 
a certain effect in’ keeping down. the standard of instruction; and in 
other respects also is inconvenient. For though it has occasionally 
happened that boys admitted late’ have proved in all respects eligible 
recruits for the institution, as a rule such boys have been neglected in 


their homes, and are neither intellectually nor morally equal to those 


- who join younger. There are strong reasons of charity I know for ad- - 


mitting boys comparatively advanced in years in the absence of another 
establishment into which they might be received until old enough and 
big enough to take their places in the ranks. But the admission of any 
large proportion of this class of boys would inevitably lower the 
standard of instruction in the Royal Hibernian Military School very 
much, and more or less deteriorate the tone of it. And such a result is 
the more to be deprecated because so much has been done for some time 
past; and with so much success, to give a high character to both. 

It has often occurred to me that a portion at least of the scrubbing 
and sweeping and other industrial occupation necessary in a large estab- 
lishment, not omitting even cooking and washing, might berdone by the 
boys under proper instruction and supervision, and that they would be 
* much the better for such training, whilst the expense of maintaining 
them would to some extent be diminished by it. At the Royal Naval 
School I understand that such a system is pursued successfully. The 
boys of that. institution, however, are older than those of the Royal 
Hibernian Military School, and it is urged by persons well qualified to 
give an opinion that the system would not be practicable in the Dublin 
School, and even if practicable-would be very expensive. It is also 
objected that where it is in operation it seriously curtails the studies of 
the lads who are affected by it. But I confess that I do not attach 
great importance to this. Under a half-time system it is found quite 
practicable to give sound elementary education to children less favour- 
ably circumstanced for receiving it than the boys in this or any similar 
establishment. And there must be some risk that if these boys receive 
an education, very much in adyance of that given in the elementary 
schools of the kingdom, and-are besides instructed in special arts—like 
that of telegraphy—which will enable them readily to obtain.employment 
of a quasi genteel character at good wages in civil life; they will cease to 
be attracted to the ranks of the army, notwithstanding all the pains that 
may be taken.to encourage a military spirit among them. This will 
probably find an outlet in the volunteer service, if it must be satisfied in 
some way, and the regular army will lose some of its best recruits. 

I hope that I am not overstepping the limits of what is becoming from 
me to an officer of Lieutenant-Colonel Wynyard’s acknowledged posi- 
tion and great experience, in expressing my admiration of his system of 
management, and my grateful sense of the kindness. and alactity with 
which he assisted me to make a thorough inspection of the school.
